I have the honour to at knowledge with thanks the ieceipl of the 
Annual Repoit ol youi Board leceived undo your letter No. 3126/I-3 
dated the 4th instant. The delay in bending the icpoit has been 
adequately explained 

The year under review is notable as having been the fiisl year when 
the Board was presided over by a non-official Chairman and it is satis¬ 
factory theiefore to note that theie has been no tailing off in its efficiency. 
The year has been marked by a distinct improvement in the prosperity of 
the town which has been reflected in an improvement in the income of 
the Board More houses have been let and the rents of sarais, lands 
etc. have shown an increase This is most gratifying and it is to be 
hoped that the same progress will be shown in the current year. 

In the previous year a decrease in income of Rs, 21,706 had to be 
reported which was accounted for by the general depression resulting in a 
smaller number of visitors to Naini Tab 

The increase in the year under review was Rs. 19,888 so that there 
is still a little leeway to make up but it is confidently hoped that this 
will be wiped out in the current year. The Board is however in a very 
stiong position financially and if it were not for the terrible drag which 
the Hydro-electric loan exercises on it would be in a position to embark 
on a far more extensive scheme of improvements 

As it was the improvements affected during the year were all 
conceived with a view to adding to the public amenities of the station and 
this is as it should be Benches have been placed round the lake, two 

summer houses havp been erected one on either side of the 

lake to act as shelters during the fains and as places where, 

invalids and,, older people can sit out of the sun jin the hot 

weather, another summer house is being erected at Snow View. The 
terrible latrine at the motor terminus has been replaced hji Water 
flushed one and most of the other works are works that should have been 
taken in hand years ago. The Board deserves the thanks of the public 
fob what it has done and the advantages of its five year scheme are 
already becoming apparent. , 



The question of the site £01 the Infectious Diseases Hospital has not 
yet been decided. On the whole I think the Takula site as good as any. 
The only objection that I can see to it is the approach hom the road. 

The sewerage scheme will have to be taken up sooner or latei and 
will involve a vety large outlay by the Board I have only one wot cl of 
warning to issue in this connection and that is that if the scheme is taken 
up there shall be no departure from, the contract. Naini i al is still 
suffering from the effects of an error of Rs. rr lakhs made in calculating 
the cost of (he Hydro electric scheme. The scheme should be worked 
out to its final details before the contract is given and once the conliaot is 
given it should not be chopped and changed about 

The Assembly Hall is now giving a reasonable leturn on the capita 1 
outlay its building involved. It would be giving a very good return 
indeed had the original estimates not been exceeded by over a lakh of 
rupees 

The electric lighting system was tested to its uttermost during the 
recent jubilee celebrations and the satisfactory manner in which the 
Water Works were run reflects credit on Mr. Haddow and his staff. 

The record of public health was good. Naini TaJ is remarkably 
free from epidemic diseases. 

Educational facilities are unique but the two High Schools are now 
over crowded owing- to the fact that agriculture and commerce absorb very 
few boys from the primary schools. The result is that the latter expect 
to go on to the High Schools whether they are fitted for advanced 
education or not. Secondary education is not however the concern of the 
Board although it does support the Chet Ram High School. 

I share your regret at the death of L Bachi Lai Sail who was a 
most valuable member of the Board. His death at a comparatively early 
age was a great loss to Naini Tab I note with pleasure the remarks you 
have .made about the good work done by the gentlemen you mention. 

The Naini Tal public owes a debt of gratitude to you and to your 
colleagues for the conscientious way in which you have worked for its 
advancement during the past year,

Otigmal Works. 


The question regarding the survey of the Naini Tal Settlement to 
complete the nazul lecords as tequired by the audit department which had 
been undet consideration for several years past was taken m hand in the 
yeai under report, and a sum of Rs. 2,300 was sanctioned to meet 
the expendiiure. The Government was requested to conti ibutc one 
fouith of this sum and of any further expenditure that might he 
incurred but they replied that they were unable to accede to the request 
as the 75 per cent of nazul income allowed to the Coaid Cm cost of 
maintenance was meant to cover all expense ■> including maintenance 
of proper records, The survey is in progress and the expenditure i, 
being met from municipal funds. 

ii. The annual loan instalments paid during lire year amounted to 
Rs. 1,36,006, The balance of the two loans still to he paid hy the 
Board was Rs. 13,05,356-9*7 on March 37, 1935, asunder

As the provident fund of the municipal employees had accumulated 
to the extent of Rs Sr,000 it was suggested by the Senior Vice-Chau man 
that the Government be asked to permit the Board to borrow Rs. 70,000 
at the rate of Rs. 4.} per cent per annum from the provident fund deposit 
in order to pay in advance the last two instalments of the above loans 
which fall due in 1953 so that both the Board and the employees might 
be benefited by this arrangement The Government was addressed 
accordingly but they replied that the proposal was quite irregular aud 
could not be approved of. 

In my letter No. 7523/XVI-7 dated December 13, 11934, to your 
address, I requested that in view of the fact that the Local Government 
had benefited from the Provincial Loan fund owing to conversion of 6 per¬ 
cent and other securities the Local Government might be asked to move 
the Government oE India to carry out a conversion scheme for* this 
Board. I also mentioned that His Excellency the Governor in his 
reply to the farewell address presented to him by this Board on October 
J 934 » bad remarked that the Local Government were examining the 
question of the interest rates paid to the Government of India and that 
if owing to conversion or the like the Government of India reduced the 
interest which the Local Government has to pay on I he loan advanced 
to this Boardi it would also have this benefit. But it is regretted that 
the Government in their reply stated that they could not admit that the 
Municipal Board had any claim to adduction of the interest on account 
of Govermeut's conversion operations, 

T2. The amount allotted for original works and special repairs 
during the year was Rs, 5*420 as detailed in Form B, Of this sum 
Rs, 22,121 was spent in the year under report. Of these works the most 
important were the construction of a two seated water flushed urinal at 
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the motor terminus at Talli Tal; the conversion of the latrine near the 
Sewa Samiti Dharamshala Malli Tal into a water-flushed one; the erec¬ 
tion of a galvanized corrugated iron sheet charcoal and fuel shed at Malli 
Tal, and the addition of a chaukidar’s house at the Babulia school. 

Twenty new benches were also provided for the public roads. A rustic 
summer house was erected on the North Mall and two are under 
construction—one on the South Mall and the other at Snow View. 

1 he ponyshed near the I'lats was extented and expanded metal 
was fixed to the railing near the hand stand. A sum of Rs. 21,305 is being 
carried forward to the current year to meet the cost of works in progress 
or postponed to be done this year. 

I he Sub-committee appointed last year considered the five-year scheme 
drawn up by the Secretary and after making certain amendments recom¬ 
mended it to the Board. The revised scheme was approved by the 
Board and the. improvements proposed therein are being carried out. 

1:3. The receipts during the year under report amounted fo Water Works. 

Rs. 99,683 as against Rs. 87,369 in the previous year. This includes 
Rs. 12,000 on account of cost of water used for flushing drains etc. The

T discussed the pioject for laying a new pipe line from the lake 
bridge to the Clerks’ quarters with Mr. F. L). runniclilfc, Supeuntending 
Engineer, Public Health Department on May 14th 1934, in connection 
with the substitution of reinforced steel Hume pipes for the cast iron 
pipes provided for in the project. He was not in favour ol these pipes 
and suggested bitumen lined steel pipes instead Enquires were made 
tegaiding these pipes from the manufacturers and their leplies aie unden 
consideration 

No inspection note by the officers of the Public Health Depailmeui 
on the samlaiy condition of the station was received in the year undot 
lepnrt. The following furthei action was taken on the last inspection 
note by R. B Dr. K. P. Mathur, Assistant Director of Public [ioalth. 

As stated last year the Public Health Committee recommended that 
one of the three bungalows mentioned therein be acquired for the 
purpose of an infectious diseases hospital. This was considered by ihc 
Board and a Sub Committee was appointed to inspect the sites and 
lepott. The Sub-Committee before giving final consideration 10 the 
selection ol any of the estates recommended that L. Govin Lai Sail and 
the Arya Prutinidhi Sabha, U. P , be asked whether they would be 
willing to make over Govindnagar (Takula estate) to the Board fen this 
purpose. They were addressed accordingly and they agreed to dispose 
of the property to the Board. The sum oJ Pa. 6,000 was offered to the 
Arya Pratinidhi Sabha for ail their buildings and claims and was accepted 
by them. I have enquired whether the Government would have any 
objection to the Board's taking over the Takula estate for an Epidemic 
Hospital and on receiving a reply, further action will be taken in Ihc 
matter. 

The two mid-wives stalioned at Malli Tal and Talii 1 al conducted 
210 cases and their work has been very satisfactory. Out of the cases 
confined by these mid-wives only ten infants died. A sum of Rs. 720 
was received during the year from the Lady Chelmsford Maternity and 
Red Cross Society Child Welfare League as its contribution towards child 
welfare work. 

The number of vaccinations performed within the municipal limits 
during the year was 276 of which 265 or g6 4 oi per cent were successful, 

1 here were 2152 revaccinations of which 88 or 4'08 per cent were 
successful. The total cost amounted to Rs. 521-2-0. 

Eight chemical and 105 bacteriological analyses of water were carried 
out at the Municipal laboratory by the Medical Officer of Health. Of 
the latter 12 were unsatisfactory. 

The CroBthwaite Hospital was maintained by the Board at a cost of 
R&. 5-9(035 as against Rs. 18,178 in the previous year, A sum of Rs, 94 
only Was received from the District Board on account of its contribution 
towards the maintenance of this hospital.

The lowest lake level was x’28' 
below zero mark on the P s , W. D. gauge on June 21, 3934, The sluices 
were opened on 13th July when the lake level stodd at 3*6 abb# Serb 
and were finally closed oh 4 iw%$b of September when the feadifif was 
4-03. After tbii it gradually rose to 4 93 till October 4 when it 1 
fall steadily. * f “if »>. , * » 
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All the drains worked quite satisfactorily with the exception of diuin 
No. 268 which was badly damaged. Necessary repairs have been done 
and a protective wall has also been made. A masonry hairier about 3 
chains long has also been erected, above the Upper Cheena Mall no.u the 
junction of 26 main and 26B to arrest the boulders which are likely to 
come down duiing the next rains. A separate report on the Naini 1 al 
drainage system, which is under the control of the Public Works 
Department, and on the hill slopes round Naini Tal is submitted to 
Government direct by that department. 

On the Ayarpatta hill the retaining walls at the junction of Middle 
Ayarpalta and Lower Kaladhungi roads and in Lower Kaladhungi road 
below St. Quentin wete damaged during the last rains. These have been 
repaired. On the Sher-ka-danda hill there was no damage wotth men¬ 
tioning. Only a small dry wall which collapsed on Melville road needed 
to be repaired. 

The measures taken in the previous year to prevent further slips 
from above the Upper Cheena Mall near Brae mar proved satisfactory 
and there was no slip this year. 

A pillar on Gangipur spur showed a horizontal movement of 2 ’44" 
and the same amount of vertical movement. The hill-side near this pillar 
slipped down and cracks also appeared, The Executive Engineer 
informed the Board of the danger to the Hydro-electric pipe line and 
advised that measures should be taken to prevent the line Irorn being 
damaged by the impending slip from the spur on which pillar No. 22 is 
situated. An estimate has been prepared for shifting the line to a safer 
area and is under the consideration of the Board. 

17. During the year under report a sum of Rs. 11, 880 was spent 
in the maintenance of the municipal primary schools at Malli Tal, Talli 
Tal and Babulija and Rs. 367 was contributed by the Board towards the 
provident fund of the permanent staff. The expenditure in the previous 
year was Rs 11,684. The Government gave a grant of Rs. 3,100 as 
its contribution towards the above expenditme for the year 1934-35. 

The enrolment In the three schools on March 31, 1 935. was 484 as 
against 534 on March 31st, 1934. 

The teacher deputed to the Normal School, Almora, for training in 
the year 1933-34 resumed his duties as a seasonal teacher on July r, 1935. 
No teacher as a stipendiary student was deputed during the year under 
report, as all the untrained permanent teacher in the service of the Board 
were overage. Two temporary teachers were, however, sent as 
non-stipendiary students as they agreed to defray the expenses themselves, 

Two hundred and ninety seven notices under the U. P. Primary 
Education Act were issued to the parents and guardians of those boj s 
who were of school going age and were not attending the Schools. 
Twenty one of these were prosecuted out of whiqh 3 were acquitted by 
the Court and the remaining x8 fined Rs, 8-8, 
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In llu yPH * 934 - one fcachet was deputed to undeivo tlir 
Rtfieshei’s CmiKse in Physical 1 iaiming and chill and he passed the 
com so. 


A sum of Rs. 150 was leccived fiom the Cantonment authorities as 
then (onliihution towards the Tnlli Tal School. 


The Chet Ram Sah Thulgharia High School was given the 
usu il giant of Us 2,000 for the yeat 1934.35 hut in November 1934, 
the Ih'adnustei again approached the Boaid with the ipquest that as 
them was a ddn it ol Rs. 1, ooo a furthei grant of Rs. Soo be made as a 
special case. The Board granted the request and the amount of Rs, 800 
was paid, Thus the total giant amounted to Rs 2,800 

f A giant-iu-aid of Rs. 10 per month was given to each of the two 

Maktah-. in the two mosques at Malli Tal and I alii Tal. 

1 he giant-in-aid to the Mission Guls School, Talii Tal, was raised 
fiom Rs. 450 to Rs. 550 and a sura of Rs. 200 was given to the 
Bhawam Ivuoya Pathshala, Tail! Tal The enrolment m these two 
schools on March 31, 1935 was 83 and 51 respectively. 

The scheme for compulsory primary education for girls in this 
municipality was resubmitted but was sent back on account of certain 
discrepancies It is now being again submitted after rectifying the 
defects pointed out, 


18 . This building had been leased to the Naini Tal Theatres Ltd. Assembly Half, 
for a period of three years, renewable foranolhei two years at the option 
of the lessees, on an annual rental of Rs. 6,200 plus taxes, with effect from 
January 1, 193? The first three years expired on December 31,, 1934. 
and the lessees had the option of renewal for the years 1935 and 1936* 
but. they applied for the leave of the building to them for a period of 
another five years in addition to the two years to which they weie already 
entitled. The Board agreed to this on condition that the rent was 
enhanced by 50 per cent. The lessees accepted the enhancement and 
the building has now been leased to them, for a period of seven years with 
effect from January 1st, 1935, on a rental of Rs 9,300 per year plus taxes. 


19, The fire brigade remained in the charge of Mr. A. B. Haddow, Pirp s ^gnde. 
Electrical Engineer, throughout the year. The maintenance charges 
amounted to Rs. 3, 598 while in the previous year it amounted to Rs 3,393 


A fire broke out in Malli Tal Bazar and the fire-brigade controlled it 
effectively, 


The Golden Club is paid Rs 100 per year for maintaining volunteer 
corps to supplement the Fire Brigade. This h the Only wjunteet 
corps in the town and has tendered valuable service in connection with 
the fire that broke out 'at Malli Tal. 


The Government was moved in the year 1929 to make a grant of 
Rs, 2i, 840 to cover the initial cost of fire lighting appliances,, As ^rnore 
than five years have elapsed I am requesting you, separately, to hsk the 
Government kindly to pass final orders on the application, - * h

In G. O. No, 3788/XT455 dated januaty 2, 1935, the Government 
asked that “January’ be substituted for “April’’ ui regulation No, 19 of 
the modH regulations framed under section 297 (r) (d) of the Municipali¬ 
ties Act, As elections in this municipality aie usually held at 1 he end 
of September it was decided that “October'’ be substituted instead of 
“January’ . The regulation was amended accordingly and the Govern¬ 
ment has appioved cf the amendment. 

The Director of Public Health, U. P., forwarded a set of draft 
byelaws to safeguard the public from being infected with tubercle and 
asked the Boaxd to adopt it as the incidence of tuberculosis is rapidly 
increasing in the towns of these provinces. The Board adopted (lie 
suggestion and byelaws were framed accordingly. 

On the suggestion of the Medical Officer of Health new byelaws have 
been made for the control of immigration of sick persons into this muni¬ 
cipality by motet cars or motor lorries or any other vehicles. 

In accordance with G O. No. 3342/XI‘3p8 dated October 9, 1934, 
byelaws were framed for regulating the dying of kites, throwing of langurs, 
playing of football or any othei game in the vicinity of electric aerial 
mains in the municipality. 

At the suggestion of Dr. S. M. Elahi, a member of the Board, cer¬ 
tain amendments have been made in the byelaws for the regulation of 
ponies plying for hire. According to these amendments entire ponies 
Cannot now be licensed and the license fee for children's ponies has been 
reduced to half. The rates of hire have also been revised, 

Lala Mohan Lai Sah, M. A. LL. B., Senior Vice-Chairman, 
radyed a motion that the following license fees he reduced to the amount 
shown agaihst them:— • 

U) Ghee, fat, butter and cocogem-from Re, 1 to annas 8, 

(2} Meat, „ ,, from Re. x to annas 8. 

(3) Earth, clay and leaf mould from annas a to anna i per load.

I he Board accepted the ptoposaJ and the byelaws for (i) and (2) 
were amended As regards (3) the matter had to be dropped as both the 
Divisional I'oiesl Officer and the Conservator of Forests, Kumaon Ciicle, 
were not in favour of the proposed reduction as the encouragement of 
the lemoval of leaf mould etc might have a very advetse effect on the 
stability of the hill sides. As to item {4) the Goverment did not sanction 
the teduclion as it considered the proposal unsound on general giounds 

The amendments purposed by Major Coibelt to the byelaws for the 
pi election of fish in the Naim Tal lake were finally adopted by the Board 
and have ken confumed by you The effect of these amendments is 
that thtee fourths of the machans have now been useived for piofessionai 
fishermen and they are not allowed to fish at any other place The 
monthly rent of the machans has also been reduced from Rs. 2 to Re. 1. 

Draff byelaws as to places of public enteitaiument were made and 
published for objections. Three objections were icceived and the pro¬ 
posal was dropped, The Public Health Committee recommended that 
the byelaws for the regulation of lodging houses be framed on the same 
lines as in Mussoorie but the tecoirmaeudation was not accepted by the 
Board. 

L. Durga Lai Sah, member, moved a motion that all the hawkers 
within municipal limits be licensed. The matter was referred to the 
Toll and Taxes Committee and draft byelaws weie framed. They were 
published for objections in January 1935, but the Board ordered that 
they should be republished in May 1935. This was done and the Board 
has now adopted them. They will be submitted to you shortly for 
confirmation. 

The Divisional Forest Officer, Naim Tal Forest Division, in his 
letter No. 628/II 3 dated September 15, 1934, suggested that the rales 
for sale of trees in municipal forests should be double of those given in 
the revised rates list of the Nairn Tal Forest Division and that the 
following rates be charged for the items noted below :— 

1, Monthly grass permit ... -* Re. 1. 

2, Royalty on rough sume — ... Rs. 2 per too eft. 

3, „ dressed ,, ... ... Rs. 3 do. 

4, A tax on goats at annas 4 a month or Re. x a year. 

The Board considered the proposal and decided that the license fee 
for grass and the royalty on stone should remain as at present, that a 
tax on goats be imposed at the rate of annas eight per goat per month 
and that the rates for sale of. trees be increased as suggested by the Divi¬ 
sional Forest Officer. The Deputy Commissioner, Nairn Tal, and the 
Conservator of Forests, Kumaon Circle, have agreed to the above pro¬ 
posals and trees are now being sold at the revised rates. Necessary 
action is now being taken fat the imposition of a tax on goats. < 1

The charges for petty repairs to electric installations were revised 
and the rates for power for ceiiain trade purposes such as illuminations 
of exhibition grounds and shop windows, process work as in photographic 
studios and flood lighting of buildings where a load of 500 waits or ovei 
is used, have been fixed at 0-2-8 per unit. These amendments in the 
teims and conditions for the supply of electricity in Naim fal have been 
sanctioned by Government. The Government have not ye! passed final 
orders regarding the rates of rent of electiic meters and the charges for 
replacing fuses. 

21. The accounts for the year 1933*34 were audited from April 
26, 1934 to June 12, X934. The number of objections raised by the 
auditors was 86 and on completion of the audit only 17 remained unset¬ 
tled. It was remarked in the audit note that the accounts have conti¬ 
nued to be well kept. Necessary action has been taken to remove the 
detects pointed out in the audit note 

22. A sum of Rs. 354 was realized for compounding 160 cases 
of which 96 were for breaches of forest laws, 14 for non-declaration of 
taxable animals, 18 for evasion of toll tax, 14 for breaches of water supply 
rules and the remainder for breaches of other municipal byelaws or rules. 
The total number of cases convicted by the Courts during the year for 
which fines were credited to municipal funds was 120 and the fines 
amounted to Rs. 486 Of these nine cases were under the Food and 
Adulteration Act. 

23. The demands and collections under the several heads of income 
are shown in appendix BB appended to this report. The total demand 
including arrears amounted to Rs. 2,74,161. Of this Rs, 1,985 
were remitted and Rs. 2,46,505 or 8cp96 per cent was collected. Out 
of the balance of Rs. 25,671 outstanding at the close of the year a sum 
of Rs. 7,205 has since been collected. 

24 The revenue of the year was Rs, 6,241 compared with Rs 9,646 
in the previous year. Two hundred and thirty three trees, stumps and 
branches were sold to the public for Rs 625-9-6, fifty thin trees were 
given to the overseer for the summer house erected on the Mall and four 
tiees were used for making blocks for the use of butchers in the beef and 
mutton markets. The income from fees realized for burning lime in the 
municipal forests and private lands amounted to Rs, 310. The number of 
cattle impounded during the year was 232 and the pound receipts amounted 
to Rs, 176 One hundred and sixteen cases of breaches of the forest law 
were either compounded or convicted by the Court and a sum of Rs. 170 
was received on this account. Only 63 plants were sold from the 
municipal nursery. 

One thousand six hundred and seventy five trees were marked for 
felling in accordance with the working plan in compartments Nos. 14 and 
28^, Of these 49 were used for municipal purposes and the remaining 
1626 trees were sold for Rs. 4,000, A sum of Rs, 345 was realized for 
the branches affected by parasite called “Loranthus” which had to be 
cut down ' ■ - 
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In the beginning of the year under report a defoliate!-, malacosoma 
indica, made its appearance on several trees in the station. The Divisional 
Forest Officer made some practical suggestions to the Board for the 
destruction of the caterpillars. As this pest occurred mostly in private 
estates, a letter was published in the Naini Tal Gazette asking the owners 
and occupiers of houses to co-operate in the matter. In March 1:935 the 
insect re-appeared and in accordance with the advice of the Divisional 
Forest Officer the webs on the trees in the municipal forest were burnt 
with torches. The Forest Entomologist, Dehradun, made investigations 
and suggested some remedial measures to be taken should the pest 
re-appear nest year. The Divisional Forest Officer enquired whether the. 
Board would be willing to adopt them and a reply in the affirmative wAs 
given, provided that the cost was not excessive. 


25. Ten lepers were removed from Municipal limits, otherwise no 
occasion arose for taking action under section 248 of the U, P. Muni¬ 
cipalities Act, 1916. 

26, The Executive Engineer, Kumaon Division continued to be 
the President of the Public Works Committee, Dr. S. M. Elahi of the 
Public Health and Khan Bahadur Sheikh Abdul Qaiyum of the Market 
Committee, while I myself presided over the Finance and Toll & Taxes 
Committees. The late L. Bachi Lai Sah was the Chairman of the 
Education Committee till his death and L. Mohan Lai Sah m. a,, il. b. 
has now been appointed in his place, On the resignation of Mr. H. W, 
Gill from the Chairmanship of the Assessment Committee, I took his 
place from the 1st November 1934. 


A new Sub-committee to supervise the Hydro-electric and Water 
Works department was formed from November x, 1934, of which 
Mr. H. W. Gill is the Chairman. 

I have to acknowledge the valuable assistance which Mr. L. B- 
Gilbert, Executive Engineer gave the Board as Chairman of the Public 
Works Committee. He has been succeeded by an equally able officer, 
Mr. A. Eastmond. 

It is with very sincere regret that I have to record the death of L. 
Bachi Lai Sah who was a member of the Board for some six years. In 
him the Board loses a keen and useful citizen. As Chairman of the 


Education Committee his work was notable for its thoroughness and

A brk-f summary om the working of the Hydro electric & Water 
Works Departments for the year ending 31st March 1935 

3 rt compliance wilh your letter No. 10293/1-44 dated 15th Match 
19315, I have the honoui to submit heievvith a bind summaty of the work 
done during the past yeai. 

The main pumps have been thoioughly oveihauled. New bearings 
have been fitted where necessity. Oil feed boxes wiih syphon lubricators 
were made from old C I fuse boxes, and fitted ovct pinions of Nos. 5 
and 6 pumps. A new tj pe of brush holder has been -made and fitted to 
No, 6 pumps motou 1 he vibiaiion on fhis set has less effect on these 
new holdeis. Many of the meters and instiuments have been adjusted 
on pump switch boaid. A new voltmeter is on older. 

No. $ Sub-Station .—A new switch boaid has been made horn 
“Sandanyo” and fitted with circuit bieakers etc. Several of the instiu 
merits have been adjusted. Mauy repairs have been cairied out to the 
bus-bais etc. Isolating links have been fitted on Ii, 1 . side of tunslor- 
niers. It is now possible to woik on No. 1,2, or 3 tiansformeis with 
Nos. 4 and 5 in stivice, and vice versa, without having to shut down 
entirely. A wooden casing has been fitted ovet the L. T. bus-bars to 
keep the chain-block etc., clean of supply when working on the 
transformers. An extra bus-bai on each phase bom L. T. supply bom 
transformers to switch board has been fitted. A new eaiLh plate has been 
fitted to augment the existing earth connected to the rising main to 
Ayarpatta. Expanded metal doors and windows have been fitted to 
provide bettei ventilation. 

No. 1 und 3 substations :—General repairs have been carried out, 
and L. T. instruments adjusted. Expanded metal doors have been fitted. 

Distribution :—The usual line repairs have been carried out. Many 
sal-wood poles have been replaced by steel ones. An earth plate and 
guatd wire has been fitted to the H.T. lines where they cross ‘Longview’ 
compound Unclimbable fencing is on order to fence-off the H T. poles 
on main Cart-road. The bazar wiring at Malli-Tal has been renewed. 
Unfortunately, funds are not available to do this work in armoured cable 
or steei conduit, TalH Tal bazar will be rewired shortly. Attempts 
have been made to measure earth resistance at poles etc,, with an instru¬ 
ment kindly lent by Eastern Command, Apparently the resistance was 
too high as no results were obtained. A length of copper wire about 
100 ft. long, was thrown along the ground (near P. S. School) and the 
voltage from lines to this wire measured. No voltage was shown. 

Water Works -The usual overhauls were done to rising mains etc. 
The rising main to Pilgrim has been altered, outside pump-house. 
This main previously gave gieat trouble due to a tee-piece being- 
forced from the end of the pipe just over the Nala. A bend is now fitted, 
and the whole anchored down, I found that the rising main to Tonochhy 
takes a dive about 9 ft under the compound of Fanlight Hall near 
Tonochhy. It also goes under a row of quarters. This will be attended

U) il money is available, as a new pipe will have to be fitted. The old 
tank, m ba/.u has been temoved and is being elected at sidt of Inter 
Cheerio, tank. I he bottom has been put on top of stone pillats, with 
three lengths of iail across as additional support.

One dozen meteis Eoi 
pail depots and for setvice tanks aie being fitted. All service tanks will 
be cleaned and cement washed riioitly. A new 4" rising main is on 
oulei for Like side to main reservon? 

Power House .—The Naim Tal and Palwadanget feeders aie now 
on separate H. T. oil switches. The old II. T, cable connecting 
Naini Tal was found when removed, to be in a dangerous condition. No 
attempt had been made, when this was installed to seal the cable ends 
Consequently, a great deal of the insulating oils Lad oozed out. New 
lighting arrestors were also fitted when the new cable for Naini Tat was 
fitted, and a separata catth plate put down. This appears to be satisfactory 
as no shut downs due to lighting have occurred New beatings have been 
fitted to No a Turbine. Prices of a spare H. V. Voltmeter were asked 
for from the makers (Metro Vickers) some four months ago A reminder 
also was sent, but so far, no price is to hand. Prices for a recording 
Pressure Gauge for turbine supply, and foi a spare set of buckets for the 
small turbines are to hand These have not yet been ordered. The 
wood work and also the floor is, i understand, to be repaired by the 
Municipal Overseer. 

Lake Side Pump :—These have been overhauled and a vacuum 
gauge fitted to No. 1 (Old) pump. Both Pumps have now such gauges. 

The staff on the whole, worked well.

I have the honour to acknowledge with thanks the receipt of the 
Annual Report of your Board received under your letter No, 3432/I-3 
dated the 5th instant. The delay in sending the report has been 
adequately explained. 

With the exception of ten days at the end I myself was Chairman 
throughout the year under report and the present review must be read 
bearing the fact in mind. The change from an official to a non*official 
Chairman is indeed an important one from the point of view of the 
Municipality, but Government was confident that the time was ripe for 
a change and that if complete trust were put in the people themselves 
that trust would not be mis-placed. An excellent start has been made 
and I hope that the development of the town under the new system will 
be rapid, i am glad to note the improvement in the attendance of the 
members. This may be due to the fact that with the elections a number 
of new members replaced the older ones. In any case f hope that this 
keenness will not wane. 

The actual income ol the Board for the year excluding the Hydro 
Electric Scheme shows a decrease of Rs. 514706 but the year was a bad 
one throughout the U. P. and the decrease is almost entirely accounted 
for by the falling off in the number of visitors and particularly in the - 
number of those renting houses. This decrease in income was met by 
a decrease of Rs 14,169 in expenditure with the result that the Board 
was compelled to defer many minor projects for improving the station. 
The fact that inspite of its expenditure on. various improvements and 
inspite too of a very bad. slump year the Board’s closing balance after 
includihg .the; Hydro Electric accounts and making every allowance for 
incomplete works has only been reduced by just over Rs. r.ood is a most 
-gratifying feature of the report, The decision to invest; Rs. one Lakh in 
Government Securities was also wise. ■

It is a source of grief to me that the Board has to pay interest at the 
rate of 6 °/o on the sum of over Rs, 15 Lakhs to Government. So many 
urgent improvements are still necessary, notably a pro per drainage 
system, which are held up owing to the difficulty of reducing the crushing 
debt. A proposal tb'.fundfthe; debt ---rtris.:;- 
impracticable. 



With reference to the original works carried out I am not sure that 
the shute is as successful as I hoped it would be I passed it the other 
da j' and was disappointed at the smallness of the drop provided. The 
only remedy is the regular burning of the rubbish duiing the dry weather, 
I continue to ask the Board to pay attention to its future development 
and moie particularly to cater moie for the comfort of visitois Benches 
and snelters in fiequented places cost little and are greatly appreciated, 
Gieen lawns and pleasant gaidens are welcome to people whose eyes aie 
*n dot looking at and plains m the hot weather. Expense incuned in 
providing for the comfort and amusement of visitors both Indian and 
European must be looked upon as an investment. The population of 
officials tends to decline and non-official visitors aie not going to visit 
twice a place that is dowdy and unwelcoming. Naini Tal’s attractions 
are unique and I hope that the five yeai plan wiU make the most of them. 

The water works showed very satisfactory results thioughout the 
yeai and the Board is to be congratulated on having a most effinenf and 
conscientious engineer in Mr. Haddow. 

Public health during the year was satisfactoiy. The town is behind 
hand in that its drainage system is not sufficiently developed to pennit of 
houses being connected with the town drains. This will have to come 
sooner or later and could have been taken in hand long ago if the Hydro- 
Electric debt had not weighed too heavily on the Boaid. 

Education ; s being developed methodically and facilities in Naim 
Tal are excellent both for boys and girls. 

The spread of loianfhus in the municipal forests necessitated 
drastic measures. Where trees have been cuf down I hope that steps 
will be taken to replace them particularly by deodar and cypie&s which 
are not liable to this disease. 

I fully concur with your remarks about the good work done by the 
various gentlemen mentioned by you. The year hao been one of progress 
and I look forward greatly to seeing further developments in Naini Tal. 

I left the office of chairman with real regret at parting from colleagues 
whose advice I valued and whose honesty of purpose 1 had no icason 
tb question. I take this occasion of wishing the non-official Chairman 
the greatest success in his efforts to improve the town and of assuring 
the Board of my co-operation in anything that can help to make it more 
attractive,

As my office is usually under audit from April to June it has not. 
been possible to expedite and submit the report earlier. This has been 
the case in previous years also. 


This year is likely to be an historic one for the Municipality. Since Chan, 
the Naini Tal Municipal Board was first formed, nearly 100 years ago, 
it had been presided over by a succession of Deputy Commissioners 
who not only from their sense of duty but from love of this beautiful 
station made the Naini Tal City Board a worthy model of civic administ¬ 
ration. The non-official Chairmen of the future have a fine tradition 
to follow. 


Mr. L. Owen, I« C. S., was Chairman up to March 19th, 1934 and 
the present Chairman took over charge on the forenoon of March 20th, 
1934. Rai Bahadur L. Jai Lai Sah and Lala Kishori Lai Sab acted as 
senior and junior vice-chairmen, respectively, till September 2 sth, 1933, 
on which date they ceased to be members of the Board. They were 
succeeded by L. Mohan Lai Sah m» a. ll. b , and Khan Bahadur Sheikh 
Abdui Qaiyum respectively. 


The elections were held in September 1933 and the competition was 
very keen in all classes except in the class of “ proprietors.”

In view oE the facts, as shown above, the total receipts exceeded 
the total expenditure by Rs 24,910 Excluding book credits and debits 
on both sides the actual receipts were Rs 1,95,400, as against the actual 
expenditure of Rs. 2,08,215 i. e a deficit of Rs. 12,815. 

9. including Hydro-electric accounts and Government grant, the 
year opened with a balance of Rs 2,10,542 and closed with a balance of 
Rs. 2,22,637. A sum of Rs. 13,261 out of this balance is eai-matkcd for 
incomplete works ; so that the actual balance is Rs 2,cq 376 against the 
budgetted balance of Rs 1,72,088. The difference of Rs 37,288 is 
due to the decrease of Rs. 1,104 on the receipt side and savings effect¬ 
ed to the extent of Rs. 38,492.

In view of the fact that the rate of interest payable by Government 
on its own hot rowings had been considerably reduced you were requested 
to move the Local Government to reduce the rate of interest of the 
above two loans from Rs. 6 to Rs. 4/8 per cent per annum but the 
Government did not accede to the request of the Board. 

12. A total sura of Rs. 51,014 was allotted during the year for 
original works and special repairs as detailed in form B, but a sum of 

34 i 3 2 7 only could be spent and Rs. 13,261 have been carried 
i or ward to the current year to meet the cost of works in progress or not 
taken up dating the year under report. The important works which were 
earned out wete the erection of steps on the slope round the flats which 
gives it the appearance of a stadium and of a shoot on the Cart-road for 
dumping refuse; paving the back lane behind the Ramsay road; im* 
piovements in the compound of the market at Malli Tal and the exten¬ 
sion of the booth at St. Loe. Wire fencing has been fixed along the 
grass slopes below the Croslhwaite Hospital and the Model Girls’ 
School and the road has been diverted. Fencing has also been erected 
in the municipal garden near the Club Boat House. Some drains were 
cement-pointed and electric lights were provided in public latrines. 

As Chairman you had impressed on the Board the necessity of 
making the town more attractive and popular in view of the fact that the 
official and European sections of the population and other visitors have 
been year after year, for the last several years, showing signs of decrease 
and that before long this is likely to become a non-official holiday resort. 
According to yout directions the Secretary drew up a Five Year Scheme 
for better lighting of roads, improved sanitation, more lawns, gardens 
etc, A sub-committee has now been appointed to consider and carry 
out this scheme 

13, The Water Works receipts amounted to Rs, 87,369 which 
includes Rs 11,320 on account of cost of water used for municipal 
purposes i, e, flushing drains etc.; and the expenditure (including 
Rs. 28,808 for cost of power used for pumping and Rs 25,589 on account 
of interest and sinking fund chaiges on the sum spent on the electric 
plant and pump house) amounted to Rs. 71,467. The income and 
expenditure in the previous year were Rs, 98,783 and Rs. 84,892 respec- 
tively. The surplus amounts to Rs. 15,902 as against Rs. 13,891 in the 
year previous. In addition to the above expenditure a sum of Rs. 1,949 
was spent on works detailed in form B, debitable to capital outlay, If 
this is taken into account the surplus is reduced to Rs. 13,953. 

There was a decrease in the consumption of pumped water owing 
to an early and protracted monsoon. It fell from about 70! million 
gallons in the previous year to about 611 millions id the year fender 
review.

Altogether 5 rases of smill po\ \o 
of measles and two of diphtheria were reported during the yeai but only 
six— four of small pox and two ol measles—weic isolated and ticatcd in 
the Manora Epidemic Hospital. A sum of Ks. 2 190 was spent on (lit 
maintenance of this hospital as against As. 3,85b m the year i 93 1_ do 

Four bundled and twenty one births and two hundred and sixteen 
deaths were registered during the yeai as against 4 17 births and - ]' 
deaths in the year 1932-33. The deaths among childien undei one yen 
of age were 52 as against 61 in the previous year. 

The amended project for laying a new pipe line from the lake budge 
to the Clerks’ quarters was submitted to you with my lettei No 7790/ 
IX-9 dated December 22, 1933, with the request that the Bond of 
Public Health may be asked to make a grant to meet its <osl. 
The pioject for Rs 71,235 has been sanctioned by them but as to tin 
grant they have stated that they will be in a position to only assist the 
scheme if the Municipal Board is prepaied to find the major pot turn ol 
the cost. This question is still under the consideration of the Hoaid. 

The following action was taken further on the sanitary report of R,n 
Bahadur Dr. K. P. Mathur, Assistant Director of Public Health, II 
Range, U- P, 

(i) As the Forest Department have raised objections to the 
fcransEer of the old P. W. D. Inspection Bungalow at Balclia Khan to the

There were two midwives throughout the year-one at Malli Tal and 
the other at Talli Tal where there is a maternity and child welfare centre- 
Their work has been very satisfactory and 219 out of 421 births were 
conducted by them, The Lady Chelmsford Maternity and Red Cross 
Society Child Welfare League gave a grant of Rs. 250 towards the 
maternity and child welfare work for the year under report. 

Two hundred and seventy two primary vaccinations were per* 
formed during the year and all of them except three were successful. 
1 here were 1905 revaccinations of which 7 34 per cent were reported to 
be successful. The total cost of vaccination amounted to Rs. 873, but 
as a sum of Rs. 235 on account of cost of lymph was paid twice, this item 
will be adjusted in the current year. The actual cost of vaccination 
therefore amounts to Rs. 638 only. 

One hundred and six bacteriological and five chemical analyses of 
water were performed by the Medical Officer of Health at the Municipal 
laboratory. Of these 94 were found satisfactory. 

The expenditure on the Crosthwaite Hospital, which is maintained 
by the Board, amounted to Rs. 18,718, The District Board paid a 
a sum of Rs. 1,851 as its contribution towards the maintenance of this 
hospital for the year 1933-34 but asked the Board to waive its claim for 
the current year. The Board did not agree to this but bn the Deputy 
Commissioner Naini Tal’s letter No. 1607/XXI-35 dated May 9, £934 
the matter was reconsidered, and it has now been decided that the ratio 
of one tenth be maintained but that as a temporary measure a remission 
of one half of the one tenth contribution be remitted. 


As usual a contribution of Rs. 2,000 was paid to the Ramsay

16. Rainfall during the calendar year 1933 was above nnima’I, 
118*21" being recorded at the Secretariat Offices, 104*09'* at Old Govern 
ment House and 117*27" at New Government House hut not as high as 
the previous year’s figures of 131*15", 135*83" and 134*20" respectively, 
1 he Chota-barsat began on the 1st of May and continued til] the 15th 
of that month and the monsoon proper broke on the 25II1 of May and 
lasted up to the 22nd of October, or for i 51 days. Rain fell on 06 days 
and snow on five days. 

The surface of the lake reached the lowest mark, 0*40 on the 
P. W. D. gauge on the 18th of June, after which date it began to use 
until the 27th of June when it stood at 2*50 above the zero mark. The 
sluices were then manipulated to prevent an overflow during heavy ram 
fall, and towards the dose of the monsoon lake level was maintained at 
the maximum height permissible. The sluices weic finally dosed on 
November 3rd, 1933, after which the level of the lake fell steadily. The 
operation of these sluices remained in the hands of the Public Works 
Department, 


The Naini Tal drainage system which is under the control of the 
Public Works Department worked satisfactorily but drain No, 26B was 
badly damaged by the slipping down of some big boulders from the top 
of Cheena. This has been repaired. The revetment walls and drain 
constructed near Hawksdale after the rains of 1932 proved a success and 
the hill side gave no trouble during 1933. 

No damage of importance was done to municipal roads on Slun-lm- 
danda hill but on the Ayarpatta hill the Endcliffe load was damaged 
which has been repaired. Some boulders came down on to the East 
Laggon road beiow Dereham House and some small boulders fell ou the 
South Mall. The slight damage done to the East Laggou road has also 
been repaired. There was a slip above the Upper Cheena Mall near 
Braemar where some boulders which were likely to come down were 

underpinned and a revetment wall was constructed along the road to 
prevent further slips.

In connection with compulsory primary education 262 notices, under 
the U P Piimary Education Act, were served on the parents and 
guatdians of those boys who were of school going age and weie not 
attending the school Of these 13 were prosecuted and fined Rs. 11. 

I he Boat cl gave a sum of Rs 2,000 to the Chet Ram Sah Thul- 
gharia High School as its contribution for the year 1933-34. 

There are three schools for giils—one at Malli Tal and two at Talii 
I ah I he former is maintained by Government, and out of the latter, 
one is maintained by a trust and the other by the Mission authorities 
towards the maintenance of which the Board contributed a sum of 
Rs, 450. The enrolment in the Mission Girls School, Talii Tal, on 
March 31st, 1934, was 86 while it was 105 on March 31st, 1933. 

The detailed proposal for the compulsory primary education for 
gills in this municipality was submitted to the Chief Inspectress of Girls 
Schools, U P„ but it was received back, as owing to its late submission 
it could not be considered It will be resubmitted with the recommenda¬ 
tion that the scheme be enforced with effect from ist April 1935. 


18 There is nothing special to mention about this building. The 
remedial tneasutes adopted in the year 1932-33 to prevent the leakage 
from the cemented roofs have been successful and no complaints in this 
respect were received during the year under report. The place has

In accordance with the Public Analyst to Government U 1 s lettc 1 
No. 801/IV-38 dated August 25. 1933, to the Director of Public Health, 
U P , regaiding the use of saccharine in aerated wafer an amendment 
was made in the byelaws for controlling the manufac luie and sale of 
aerated water requiring the manufacture! to declaic explicitly on the 
label of the bottle whether saccharine had been used in the pupatalion 
of the aerated water in that bottle. 

A complaint having been received to the effect that when a boat was 
hiied a boy of about 12 years of age was supplied by the owner to row 
it and that this boy got nervous after rowing for a short distance, the 
following was added as a condition in byelaw No. 12 of the byelaws in 
respect of boats kept or used for hire : — 

“ Engaging a person less than 18 years of age for rowing the boat 
who is unable to row and swim.” 

The Sub-divisional Magistrate, Naini Tal, having pointed out that 
most owners of ponies plying for hire appointed irresponsible youngsters 
to take their horses out on hire who cannot control them, the Hoard 
decided that a condition be inserted in the license that no boy under the 
age of 16 years be allowed to have charge of a horse. Accosdingly an 
amendment was made in the byelaws for the regulation of ponies plying 
for hire. 

As the use of push bicycles was increasing m the station byelaws 
have been framed to control thc-m. Accoiding to these the owner of 
every private bicycle used within municipal limits is required to take out 
a license on payment of a fee of annas eight to cover the cost of the 
number plate. 

In view of the fact that a school boy was drowned in tbe lake while 
bathing, bye-laws were made for the regulation ol bathing in the Naini 
Tal lake Under these byclawq places have been fixed for bathing and 
no swimmer is allowed to proceed more than 20 yards from the shore 
unless accompanied by a boat containing a life belt. 

With reference to Government Notification No. 951/XVI (P, H) 
332, dated September 25, 1933, making certain amendments in the 
butter, ghee and fat licensing rules, 1930, byelaws for the regulation and 
control of butter, ghee and fat in this municipality were amended accord- 
sngly with the addition that hawkers will be required to pay an has four 
for their metal badge which will be refunded to them when the badge is 
returned. 

Certain amendments were proposed by Major Corbett to the byelaws

tiohs* Their fittal adoption is under the consideration of the Board, ■

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On the motion of Major Coibett the Board by its resolution No 20 
dated April 12, 1933. resolved that the Naini Tal Municipality be and is 
hereby constituted into a bird sanctuary and that the killing of all wild 
buds' within municipal limits is forbidden subject to rules to be framed 
by a committee appointed for the purpose. Rules were framed under 
the Wild Birds Protection Act, 1887 and submitted to Government for 
confirmation but the Government have pointed out that the above Act 
has since been repealed by section 9 of the Wild Birds and Animals 
Protection Act, 1912, wnich does not provide for the making of such 
rules. 


Final orders of the Government regarding the rates of rent of 
electric meters and the charges for replacing fuses etc, have not yet been 
received. 

21. The audit of accounts for the year 1932-33 commenced on the 
iSth April 1933 and concluded on the 16th June 1933. The number of 
unsettled objections on completion of audit was 30. It was remarked 
that the accounts were on the whole well maintained and supervised, 
Necessary action has been taken to remove the defects pointed out by 
the auditors. 

22. During the year the total number of cases convicted by Courts 
for which fines were credited to municipal funds was 137 of which six 
were under the Food and Adulteration Act. The fines amounted to 
Rs. 1,658. One hundred and twenty four cases were compounded for 
Rs. 780. Of these 85 were for breaches of forest laws, 10 foi not 
declaring taxable animals, 10 for evasion of toll tax, 7 for unauthorized 
erection of buildings, two for making false declaration of rents and the 
remainder for breaches of municipal byelaws or rules. 

23 Appendix BB appended to this report shows the demands and 
collections under the several heads of income. The total demand includ¬ 
ing arrears amounted to Rs 2,57,775 of which 2,31,297 or 8973 
per cent was collected and Rs, 1,296 were remitted leaving a balance of 
Rs, 25,182 at the close of the year as against Rs. 15,105 on 31st March 
1933. Out of the amount of Rs. 25,182 a sum of Rs, 12,475 has since 
been recovered. Owing to depressed trade conditions and a general 
economic slump collections have been delayed. Action has been taken 
to collect these arrears as early as possible now. 

24, The revenue amounted to Rs 9,646 as against Rs, 5 759 in the 
year previous Four hundred and eighteen trees, stumps and branches 
were sold to the public for Rs 502-15 and 32 trees were given to the 
municipal overseer for posts required for the fuel depots. Under the 
byelaws for the regulation of lime kilns a sum of Rs, 515 was recovered. t 
Only 34 plants were sold from the municipal nursery for Rs, 4-4, Two 
hundred and ninety five head of battle were impounded and the pound 
receipts amounted to Rs. 119., 

In accordance with the working plan of the municipal forests 2330 
trees were marked for felling in municipal forest compartments Nos 12 
(§), 13 and (&) and they were sold for Rs. 4,200,

L. Bachi Lai Sah was the Chairman of the Education and 
Market Committees and L. Kishori Lai Sah of the Public Health Com¬ 
mittee up to September 25, 1933. When the new Board came into 
existence, L. Bachi Lai Sah was re-elected as Chairman of the Educa¬ 
tion Committee and Khan Bahadur Sheikh Abdul Qaiyum and Dr. S. M. 
Elahi weie elected Chairmen of the Maiket and Public Health Com¬ 
mittees respectively. Mr. FI. W. Gill was appointed Chairman of the 
Assessment Committee.

In connection with, the danger of an increase cf tuberculosis 
the appalling state of congestion ia both bazars is a matter of great 
importance In it difficult to do any thing to remedy the praam 
state of affairs but it is to ho imped that the Beard will exercise ul 
possible Vigilance in preventing things from getting any worse 
than they are, 


In this connection I may say that I think Iho Board havo 
been far too generous in allowing tho building of fresh, houses 
wherever one can bo fitted in. There is a tendency, which in 
my opinion is regratable, to put up small houses in any available 
space which is flat or oau bo made bo. .And this in spite of tho 
fact that there are inauy houses which are unoccupied throughout 
the year. The. explanation generally given is that small houses pay 
better than large ones in present condition;-) and that popple will 
not live in the high houses -because of the distance from the llatu or 
the bazaar and tho expense of transport. 

There is no doubt a good deal in these' arguments but the 
Boat’d should take a longer view and realise that congestion des¬ 
troys the amenities for which people) aro prepared,to pay. 

The figure;.-! of collection of taxes aro good. The auditors’ do 
not seem to have made more than tho normal complaint of •ineffi¬ 
ciency and irregularities seem to have been few'.. 

On the whole tho administration has bean as creditable as if 
ought to ho, the Board have been wall served and the -members, 
particularly those mentioned, in the report, have deserved thanks.

In the circumstances I would again 
impress on you the fact that economy should be your first consideration.

The Government weie requested to permit the Hoard to irp.iy. the 
balances of its two Hydio-Electric and Water \V oiks loans wit h in a 
fresh peiiod oi 30 years, with effect from the ament financial \cm, with 
the object that the Board would be enabled owing to the demanded the 
ratepayers to reduce to some extent the rates and taxes levied in the 
Municipality and to carry out certain important projects, su< h as the 
sewer scheme and construction of an infectious diseases hospital, but the 
Government have been unable to accede to this. 

12. A sum of Rs. 2,56,34b was allotted during the year for original 
works and special repairs as detailed in form 15 , but a sum nl 
Rs 1,64,059 only could be spent and Rs. 75,510 have bam eanied 
forward to"the euiicnt year to meet the tost ol works in piogtess or not 
taken up (.uring tire year under report. Important works earned out 
were replacement of lakeside pump, improvements to mii luce drain at 
Cart road between the Post Office and the Railway goods shed, ote< turn 
of a bund at Rallia ravine, construction of a (luce-seated water-(lushed 
urinal and latrine at the Municipal Office, erection of a shed lor the sale 
of towls, etc. in the market compound, setaping of the main .sewer, 
laying colas along a portion of the Ramsay road and the construction nl 
a coal godown at Talli Tab A number of drains have been or are Doing 
cemented and also some new ones have been made. The const nation 
of the New Assembly Hall was completed during the year, and iurnilure 
was provided and electric installation completed. The latter has been 
inspected by the Electrical Inspector to Government subsequently and 110 
serious defect reported.

but if the amount spent on works detailed in form B, debitable to capital 
outlay, viz, Rs, 2,736 is added to the expenditure the surplus will ho 
reduced to Rs, 6,764.

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14. The general health of the people all along has been good. 
The season was quieten and thcie was no epidemic of any kind There 
were 15 -,poiadie cases ol measles and a2 of small-pox. The number of 
oi^es isolated and treated m the Manoia Epidemic Hospital was 28 as 
against 27 m the previous yeai Of these one was ot pneumonia, 21 of 
small-pox, 5 of measles and one of cash dittos. A sum of Rs. 2,828 was 
spent on the maintenance of this hospital as against Rs. 2,958 in the yeai 
1930-31. 


Four hunched and twenty-eight biiths and 238 deaths were 
registeied during the 3 cm as against 366 and 261 respectively in the yeai 
1930-31. Deaths under one yeai of age were 63 ns against 65 in the 
ptevdons year. 

It was stated in the last yeai’s lepoit that a revised estimate for 
replacing the whole sewn pipe line from the lake bridge to the Ghatee 
by a pipe line of 15" in diametei was being ptepared by the Municipal 
Engineer but it was decided subsequently that the scheme be prepared 
in two parts: 

(j) For scraping the pipe line below clerks’ quarters, 

(2) lor laying a new pipe line from the lake budge to clerks’ 
qua! feis, 

and that project for (1) be laid before the Board as soon as possible, and 
as lot (2) the project be sent to the Public Health Department and 
Government be asked to provide funds. Accordingly an estimate 
amounting to Rs, 1(2,965 for souping the existing sewer pipe line horn 
Malli Tal sewage collecting tank to the Club Boathouse and from the 
clerks’ quarters to the Ghatee was laid before the Board, but the Board 
sanctioned an estimate of Rs. 7,743 only for scraping a length of 
2,787 feet which was most urgently required. A length of 2,385 feet 
of the pipe line from Krishnnpore motor sheds up to the Ghatee has 
been mi aped The remaining portion from Ghalee onward will be 
scraped m the ament year. 

As to the laying of a new pipe line from the lake bridge to clerks’ 
quarters, you vveie requested in my letter no. 7250/IX—9, dated January 
e 5, 1932, to move the Government to earmark a sum of Rs. 70,000 in 
the Public Health Department budget for grants for a grant to be made 
to this Board to meet the cost of the same, but the Board of Public 
Health have replied that the request will be consideied on receipt of a 
propctly diawn out project. The project in still under prepaiatiop and 
will be submitted to you when ready with the request for a grant to 
meet the cost of the same If the Board has to take a loan for this 
project there rnAy be Some difficulty in finding funds. The exact 
position will depend on the income in season 1932. 

The Municipality was inspected by Rai Bahadur Dr. K. P, Mathur, 
Assistant Director of Public Health, Second Range,_ United Provinces, 
in the first week of July 1931, and a copy of his inspection note was 
received on August tg, 1931, This was referred to the Public Health 
Committee for making suggestions and recommendations for 1 the 
consideration of the Board. The recommendations of the Public 
Health Committee were considered by the Board and it was 1 resolved

The lessee of the remaining plot of the land in fiont ot Mampuiia 
line, Malh dal, has not yet constiucled his house, lie has been asfed 
to construct it early. 

There were two midwives throughout the year—one at Malli Fa I 
and the other at Talli I'al, where there is a maternity and < hild we 11 are 
centre. The Lady Chelnisfmd Maternity and Red Cross Society 
Child Welfare League gave a grant of Rs >50 only towards the maternity 
and child welfare work foi the year under report 

'Iwo hundred and twenty-eight primary vaccinations were pctfoimod 
during the year and all of them wore successful. I heio were 1,005 
revaccinations, ol which 95*1 or 2329 per cent, were leporled to be 
successful. The total cost of vaccination amounted to Rs 708. 

One hundred and twenty bacteriological and four chemical analyses 
of water were carried out during the year. The results of all except 15 
bacteriological analyses were found satisfactory. The samples were 
examined by the Medical Officer of Health at the Municipal labmaLury, 

The Cro&thwaite Hospital was under the control df the Board 
throughout the year and the total cost of maintenanr e amounted to 
Rs 15,379 as against Rs * 5,573 in the year previous. As the District 
Board tried to put off the payment of its contribution towards the main¬ 
tenance of this hospital, which was taken over by the Mu ru ip.d Board 
from them on the distinct understanding that they would pay an annual 
contribution calculated at >0 per cent, of the average cost ol nutufeu.mce, 
the matter had to be referred to you again on September 3, 1031 In 
February last they paid a sum of Rs. 4,624 and said that the fulauee 
would be paid in the year 193233. They also stated that ttn further 
contribution would be paid from April r, 1932. Government, in <}.(), 
no 61.5/IX—440, dated April 28, 1932, have decided to reduce the 
annual grant payable to the District Board for medical purposes during 
the current financial year by Rs. 2,573, the balance due to the Municipal 
Board, and to pay it direct to the latter. 1 hey have also devilled that 
the best way of calculating the sum due from the District Board to the 
Municipal Board is as laid down for regulating the Contribution of numb 
eipal to district boards in Local Soli-(mvemrucot notification 
ho. 276/IX—50, dated March 19, 1925, and have directed that the 
statistics required by rule 3 ot those rules be prepared by the Municipal 
Board.

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The Public Health Department remained in the charge of Dr B. P. 

Mital during the year. 

Seven clogs suspected of tabies were kept under observation but 
only three showed such symtoms Forty-seven pariah dogs including 
one cat weie hi ought to the Veterinary Hospital, out of which 45 were 
elecliocuted and two weie returned to their owners. 

15. 1 he vetermaiy hospital remained open all the year lound, Veterinary Hospital, 
The number of out-patients treated in the hospital decreased from 1,129 

in 1930-31 to 990 and the number of in-patients from 88 to 62 respectively. 

The income amounted to Rs. 908 as againsl Rs 1,308 in the 
previous year and the expenditure to Rs. 2,655 as against Rs. 6 136. 

^ The decrease in the expenditure is due to the cost of improvements made 
to the hospital buildings in the yeai 1930-31. 

M. Nasirul Hasan Qadri, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, met with an 
accident on June 6, 1931, and had to proceed on leave for five months, 
and resumed Ins duties on November 7, 1931. 

16. The rainfall during the year 1931 was below normal being S1 "95 Hoads, drains and laps, 
inches at the Secretariat office, 74 74 inches at Old Government House 

and 84 57 inches at the New Government House against the previous 
year’s figures of 104 88 inches at the P W, D godown and 96 32 inches 
at the New Government House The aveiage rainfall for the 36 years 
1895 to 1930 is 109*04 inches. The chhofa-banat began on the 8th May 
and lasted up to 29th May The monsoon proper broke on the 15th 
*1 unc and lasted up to the 18th Octobei, i e. for 126 days The only 
heavy fall of nun oceanetl on the r6th October, when 3*89 inches fell in 
five hours. Snow fell cm 8 clays, the heaviest beingS inches on February 
V 12, 1931 

The operation of the lake sluices remained in the hands of the 
Public Works Department throughout the year. In spite of 4*68 inches 
of tain dating June the suilace of the lake continued to fall till the 1st of 
July, when it reached its lowest level 2 30 feet below zero on the 
P W. D gauge AFler that date it rose slowly till, on the 7 th of Sep¬ 
tember, it stood 4 feet above the zero mark. 

All the chains worked satisfactorily but one of them was badly 
damaged by a fall of heavy boulders bom the top of Cheena which has 
been repaired fhe Naim Tal drainage system is in charge of the Public 
Works Department and a separate report on the hill slopes round Nairn' 

Tal is submitted to Government direct by that clepattment. There 
was no damage done to municipal roads deserving mention. 

Protective works above the Upper Ayarpatta Mai! stood well and 
there was no fall ot boulders below the barriers. Some small boulders 
4 came down on to the East Laggan road and the South Mall but no 

damage tyas done. The a teas round Galloway House, End Cliff c and 
Glenlee were observed and slight movements of 1'gi inches in the 
* Glenlee pillar and 1 ‘26 inches in the Galloway House pillar were recorded.

17. The expenditure incurred in the maintenance Of three Kdacadott, 
schools at Mailt Tal, Talii Tal and Babuliya amounted to Rs 10,71.5, 

and a sum of 5 R.s 315 was contributed by the Board towards the 
provident fund of permanent teachers, Tovvaids the abqve expenditure 
a Contribution of Rs. 2,854 was received from Government.

High School informed the Board that the actual deficit to Ik* met by the 
school in the yeai 1931-32 would be Rs. 3,829 aucl icq nested that at 
least two-thirds of this amount may be given to the school and that the

There are three schools for girls--one at Malli T al maintained by 
Government and two at Talli Tab Of the latter one is maintained by 
the Mission authorities, towatds the inamlename of which the Board 
gave a grant-in-aid of Rs. 430 in the year under tepoit. I he other, 
Bhawani Kanya Pathshala, is maintained by a trust '1 he emolmcat m 
the Mission Gills’ School, Talli Tal, on March 31, 1932, was 1 ■> 2 as 
against no in the previous year. 


18. The building work of the New Assembly Hall was completed 
in November 1931, after which the work of electric and sanitary fittings 
was taken up. The building has been completed in all tespecLs except¬ 
ing the sump for the sanitary installation 


Although the bills of expenditure on this building have not yet been 
finally settled, it has been estimated that the total cost including the 
architect’s fee, cost of furniture, sanitary and electric fittings, etc. will 
amount to Rs 1,88,448. 


As stated in last year's report the building was leased to Globe 
Theatres, Ltd., Calcutta, but they backed out and fresh offers laid to lit: 
invited. Only one tender of the Naiut Tal Theatres Co, for Rs 0,200 
was received by the due date for receiving tenders, i e. August 20, 1931. 
Subsequently two more offers were received, one of Rs 6,400011 August 
25, 1931 and the other of Rs. 6,500 on September 12, 1930 The Board 
decided to accept the only offer received by the due date, i,e, of Ntmti 
Tal Theatres Coy. and the building has been leased to them for a period 
of three years, renewable for another two years, at the option of the lessees 
on an annual rental of Rs. 6,200 plus taxes, with effect from January t, 
1932. 


The Board is grateful to L tv Col. W. de H, Haig, Deputy Chief 
Engineer, P. W, D (U P.) for his timely suggestions as to how the 
cinema hall could be made suitable for talkies These suggestions with 
the collaboration of the architects were fully carried out with the Jesuit

Accordingly he was put in chaige 
of the fire brigade fiom August 1, 1931, and two full time duvers on 
Rs 30 per month wcue appointed The monthly expenditure including 
the allowance to coolies who wink as firemen, etc amounts to Rs 164 

The total amount spent on the maintenance of the fire brigade in the 
year under lepoit was Rs 4,313 

Drills of the fire biigade are held on Tuesdays and Fridays on the 
Flats, 


20. The b\e-laws for the regulation and contiol of sale of butter, 
ghi and fat in this Municipality weie continued by you on July 30, 1 93 T » 
and as lequiied by rule 13 of the rules published with Government notifi¬ 
cation no. 9i?/XVI J>. H—332/1927, dated November 6, 1930, the 
Board lesolved that the above bye-laws will come into operation from 
Novcmiw /, 1931 The citizens then submitted a representation and 
it was decided that the licences taken out in the year 1931-32 be 
extended to March 31, 1933, which would otheiwise have, expired on 
Match 31, 1932 On a further representation by the retail dealers of 
ghi they were exempted from the rule regarding the putting up of 
signboards 

On a petition nude by Khushal Khan and others regarding the tax 
on mules it was decided that the rules for the assessment and collection 
of tax un animals and the bye laws for the regulation of donkeys kepi or 
plying lor bite within the limits of the Municipality be amended so that 
for pack mules, pack donkeys and pack ponies the rate of fee be made 
Rs 3 a year. The rules and bye-laws were amended accordingly and 
have come into force from May t, 1932.

The Board adopted the suggestion of the Government made in 
G O. no. 3880.I/XI—156, dated January 18, 1932, regarding the 
substitution of the following tevised clause in place of clause (c) to model 
bye-law no. 5 of the building bye-laws. 

“All flats, shops, offices and residential houses of a modern type to 
be elected or re-e rented must be provided with a receptacle

In July 1931 tala Chiranji Lai, a member of the Board* moved a

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Rai Bahadur L. Jai Lai Sah, senior Vice-Chairman, proposed the 
following amendment: 

“Provided that when the level of the shop i.s less than iS uu lies 
from the surface of the cliain the coveting platform over 
the drain shall be wooden, fixed on iron hinges, in mdei 
to facilitate cleaning of drains : not to pioject beyond the 
edge of the drain. Projections will not be allowed in 
streets less than 15 feet btoad.” 

The proposal, as amended, was adopted by the Boaid and necessary 
amendments to the piojection bye-laws were published for obje< (ions. 
No objections having been received the pioposal is being submitted to 
you, with my remarks on the compaialive advantages of the old byi-laws 
and the proposed new one. 

21. The audit of the accounts for the year 1030-31 was taken up 
on April 22, 1931, and concluded on July 2, 1931. Subjcs t lo t lit' 
lemarks contained in the audit note the genei.il condition of the ,u emails 
was not found unsatisfactory On completion of the audit sixteen items 
remained unsettled. Necessaiy action has been taken to to move the 
defects pointed out by the auditors. 

22. During the year the total number of cases convicted by courts 
for which fines were credited to municipal funds was 337, of which 59 
were for adulteration of milk, ghi, etc, and the lines an minted to 
Rs. 2,441. Two hundred and one cases were 1 compounded foi Rs <507. 
Of these xi8 were for breaches of the (most law, 14 of evasion of toll tax, 
12 for not declaring taxable animals, 37 for ennoac hments over uumi< ipal 
drains and the remainder for breaches of municipal mles or bye-laws 

23. Appendix BB appended to this report shows the demand-, and 
collections under the scveial heads of income The total demand in< Lut¬ 
ing arrears amounted to Rs 2,39,07b of which Rs, 2,22,687 or 93'M per 
cent was collected and Rs 226 weie remitted leaving a balance of 
Rs, 17,616 as against Rs. 13,200 on March 31. 1931 Out of the 
amount of Rs. 17,616 a sum of Rs. 7,836 has since been tceoveied. 
Some of the arrears has been due to the general depression and furatu ial 
losses of the individuals. .Efforts are being made to vecovoi the 
balance. 


24. The revenue during the year amounted to Rs, 4,324 as against 
Rs 3,148 in the previous year. Two hundred and one dry and fallen 
trees and 9 branches were sold to the public for Rs 470 and 47 tines 
were used for municipal purposes, i.e 29 for fencing posts round the fuel 
depot and the area on the right bank of the Ballia ravine and 18 for 
brakes for conservancy carts. Under the beylaws for the legulathm of 
lime kilns a sum Rs. 369 was recovered on account of fees for burning 
lime kilns in municipal forests and private compounds, , One hundred 
and twenty-si?: deodar plants were also sold from the municipal nursery 
for Rp 15-£2, Two hundred and seventy-seven heads of cattle wore 
impounded and the pound receipts amounted to Rh. 1x3, A sum of 
Rs , 201 was received on account of 135 casus for breaches of forest kw 
which were cither convicted or compounded. 

According to tlxe prescriptions of the revised working plan for 
municipal forests trees in municipal foiest compartments nos xx, ij>|, 
27$ and 29 were due for felling in the year *931*39, M as the areas 
previously marked were not felled over the marking had to be postponed 
till March x932.

27. Mr. Haddow, the Electrical Engineer who succeeded Mr.

I have the honour to acknowledge the annual report of your Board, 
received under your No 2762/1-; of the 34th of June, 1931. I am aware 
that an aucirt occupies a good deal of time in the office, but it hardly 
seems to me to justify the delay of six weeks; and I note that when the 
repoit was received, there were r3 mistakes in the statements which had 
to be conected, in. consultation with my office. 

2. I am sorry to note that 3 meetings proved abortive for want of 
a quorum , and the attendance of raembeis has not been so good as last 
year. Collections have deteriorated, Rs 2,000 having been added to 
the outstandings of the previous year , though is creditable. 

Good woik has been done in the passing of bye-laws, and in the provision 
of medical aid to women with satisfactory results shown, in the vital 
statistics. The drop in the income horn pounds is not explained, and 
should be looked into. If the District Board make any more trouble 
over their contribution to the Croslhwaite Hospital, I trust that you will 
refer the mattei to me separately. I am glad to note the improvements 
made in the Veterinary Hospital, and hope that if the cowsheds are not 
re-built, a little more space will be provided for it. I greatly regret to 
hear of the recent accident to M. Nasirul Iiasan Qadri, your Veterinary 
Assistant, who has done such good work in the past. The pitch of your 
expenditure on education is still high, amounting apparently to Rs. 22 a 
pupil, and this in spite of the fact that you confess to “several” untrained 
teachers. 

3 I regret to note the difficulties which you have had with your 
fire brigade. Such difficulties will always continue so long as members 
will not realise that they are not Executive Officers of the Board. I trust 
that you will be able to keep your own brigade in being, and will provide 
them with the very necessary uniforms, the absence of which undoubtedly 
contributed to the confusion at the fire which destroyed the cow-sheds. It 
is very doubtful if Government would allow the police to take on the work 
on any terms, considering the paucity of the force ; and if they did, you 
have to face the fact that transfers are inevitable, and that it is impossible 
to train every officer and constable who is from time to time transferred 
to this Municipality. 

4. I regret to see that in spite of my remarks last year, the out¬ 
standing feature of the year is the total failure of your Public Works 
Department, I have to conclude that the Executive Engineer could, not 
find time to spare froth his other duties to undertake the work, and that 
the Board was wise to appoint its own Engineer. It is quite Clear that 
the necessity for the changes now effected in the design of the Assembly 
Rooms should have been foreseen; and that neither, the increase in the 
estimate from Rs. 1,12,000 to Rs. 1,75,000, nor the inordinate delay, 
should have been allowed to occur. An equally gross mistake Was made 
in connection with the proposed and necessary new sewer, an estimate for 
Rs. 24,518 being now expected to be revised to Rs. 60,000. Should the 
latter figure be found correct, I fail to see how the Board with its inflated 
balance can ask Government for subsidy ; and if it does $0; it is clear 
that in these times of financial stress, this Very necessary sewer will have 
to be postponed for a considerable time, 




5. Form B makes the most melancholy reading. Out oi: an 
allotment of Rs. 2,32,435, it was not found possible to spend more than 
Rs. 78,440. I note that the infectious diseases hospital, the necessity 
for which has been recognised for several years, does not even appear on 
this list. The Municipal godowns were barely half completed, the new 
Assembly Rooms considerably less. The digging and laying of bazri 
••on the Flats was delayed to such an extent as to cause considerable 
inconvenience to the public at the beginning of the season. Few of the 
projects were completed, and these appear mostly to have been grossly 
over-estimated. 1 trust that now that you have your own Engineer, 
these mistakes will not be repeated. 

6. The general question of finance has been the subject of consider¬ 
able discussion between us; and we have had the ungrudging unofficial 
help of Mr; Blunt and Mr. Teyen, to whom the .Board owes its gratitude. 
On the figures of the year under report, you have spent about Rs 9,000 

1 over your income. On the one hand, this includes Rs 40,000 non 
recurring towards the Assembly Rooms; on the other hand, it docs 
include the large amount proposed in Form B and not spent.. I believe 
that at my suggestion you have already asked the Board to consider the 
disposal of its balance, by selecting the works which the Board considers 
most necessary; and you have informed me that you have already asked 
the Board to revise its views on the subject, in view of the .large number 
of houses empty during this season, and the inevitable loss of revenue. 
But the fact remains that, up to the 31st of March, you were still carrying 
a balance of Rs. 2,80,00a as you have certainly done for the last 3 if not 
5 years ; on which you have been paying to Government interest at the- 
•rate of 7 per cent., which means a loss to the Board of about Rs. 20,000 
•a year. I again express a hope that this state of things will not be 
allowed to continue. 


7. In this connection besides the necessity for sewerage, and an 
Infectious Diseases- Hospital, the Board has • under its.-consideration the 
scheme for the electrification of Haldwani, which all the authorities are 
-agreed-would be, profitable-to the Board, if feasible; and the electrifica¬ 
tion of Bhowali, which would probably not be immediately remunerative, 
until Government had made their contribution to the water supply and 
other -expenses necessary .to develop the place. I sincerely trust that 
‘the Bhowali scheme will be put through when funds are again -available, 
as I consider it valuable tir the Provinces from a health point of view, 
and likely to be remunerative to the Board. 


8. The Haldwani scheme has, I believe, been generally technically 
approved ; but it is a question whether we can afford the water from the 
lake In view of the steady decline in the yield of the springs, this 
matter requires very careful consideration. On the other hand, it*is still 
possible to lower the level of the lake, and leave some margin, over the 
sill of the intake pipe; and even if we could not guarantee the power for 
four months in the year, it is a question whether it would not still pay 
Haldwani to take our power for S hnOntbspaud rely on a Diesel plant for 
the other four. YourTEleotr’^ this would be

. I trust that I shall not be thought to have been too harsh in my 
criticism in the year’s working, but there are many and obvious reasons 
why this Board should set an example to the Provinces.

I have the honour to submil the annual adrninistiation icport of the 
Naini Tal Municipality fot the year ending March 31st, 1931, with the 
statements and appendices passed by the Board’s special resolution 
No. 5 dated June 27, 1 931. 

As my office is generally under audit in April and May it has not 
been possible to expedite and submit the icport earlier and this has been 
the case in previous years as well. 

2. There was no change in the constitution of the Board during 
the year. Mr. Vivian was Chairman up to the afternoon of April 4, 
193 e, when 1 took over charge, Rai Bahadur L. Jai Lai Sah was 
Senior Vice-Chairman throughout the year. Mr. R. C„ JBusher remained 
as Junior Vice-Chairman up to 15th March 1931 and was succeeded by 
L. Kishori Lai Sah, B. A. LL. B. 

3. Mr. R. C, Busher, M. A., a nominated member of the Board, 
resigned with effect from Match 15, 1931, and Mr. H. W, Gill has been 
appointed by Government to take his place with effect from April 16, 
1931. Mr. W. F. Byrnes, Executive Engineer, proceeded on leave from 
the afternoon of April 4, 1931 and Mr. L. B. Gilbert took over charge 
on the same date. 

4. Sixteen meetings of the Board were held during the year.

1 understand unofficially that the proposal to constitute an improve¬ 
ment trust foi Nairn Tal has been lejected by Government and that will 
the experience of the existing impiovemcnt trusts before them they ai 
vety unlikely to create any new ones My attention was drawn to the 
offensive smells which greeted visitors entering Naini Tal tbiough the 
Tail! Ta] Bazaar and necessary action has been and is being taken to put 
an end to this constantly recurring nuisance. The mam difficulty is lack 
of water sufficient for Hushing all drains in the hot season, 

All the buildings except one on the site in front of Rampuria 
line in the Malli Tal Bazaar have been constructed and occupied. It is 
hoped that the lessee of the remaining plot will erect his house in fc he 
current year. 

In addition to Miss Nafhenial a second midmfb was appointed 
■with effect fiom April 18, 1930. Now there are two nudwives—otie is 
stationed in Malli Tal dnd the other in Talti Tal. A maternity and 
child welfare centre has been opened at Talli Tal. As a result of this the 
number of still births has gone down as also the number of deaths of 
mothers due to child birth. The work of both the ttddwives has been 
commendable. A sum of Rs goo has agam been received from the 
Lady Chelmsford Maternity and Red Cross Society Child Well are 
League as a grant towards the maternity and child welfare scheme for 
the year, ' ' <

The number of vaccinations performed during the year was i860 out 
of which 14'30 per cent of secondary and 99-56 pet cent of primaly 
operations were successful. The total cost of vaccination was Rs, 730. 

Four chemical and 103 bacteriological analyses wme canierl 
out. Twenty-1 wo of the lattci were found unsatisfactory. 'I he samples 
weie examined by the Medical Ofhroi of Health. 

The Crosthwaite Hospital was maintained by the Board at a cost of 
Rs. 15,573. The Urstuft Boaid objected to pay their contiibution 
towards the maintenance of this hospital for fhc year 1918-29 on the 
giound that they were liable to pay one-tenth of the aveiage cost of 14 
years preceding the year 1924 when the hospital was taken over by the 
Municipal Boaid. In August fast the mat<01 was referred to Gmcmment 
through you for a decision. The Governmed in G. O. No, 1 bd.’/lX 440 
dated November 6, 1930, decided that the conti ibution may he cal¬ 
culated on the figures of the previous year or the* average of the previous 
three years Now they aie not prepared to acccpt even this ruling and 
the matter is still under correspondence. 

The total amount of contribution up to the year 1930 31 payable 
by the District Board calculated on the average of three yeais preceding 
the year of demand works out to Rs. 11,332, of which they have paid so 
far Rs. 6,195—8 only and a sum of Rs. 5,136-8 is still due by them. 

The usual contribution of Rs. ?,ooo was paid to the Ramsay Hospital. 

Dr. B. P. Mital was in charge of the Public Health Department 
throughout the year. 

No ease of rabies occurred during the year. 26 shay dogs were 
caught of which 22 wcic destroyed by electrocution and lout were 
discharged. 

it6. This hospital remained open throughout the year and the 
number of patients treated remained practically the same as in the year 
previous, i. e. 1217 (1129 out and 88 in) as against 1215 (D22 out and 
93 in) in the year 1929-30. 

The receipts amounted to Rs. 1,308 and the expenditure to 
Rs. 6,136, as against Rs. 1,296, and Rs. 6,438 respectively in the 
previous year. 

Owing to the improvements carried out in the hospital buildings, as 
mentioned in the last year’s report, the accommodation now available is 
considered sufficient for all pm poses. A fencing has been erected 
between the cowsheds and the hospital. 

M. Nasirul Plasan £)adri, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, remained 
in charge of the dispensary and his work has been satisfactory. 

17. The rain fall during the year 1930 was above the average 
being 104’88^ inches at the P, W. D. Godown and 96-32 inches 
at the New Government House, against the previous year’s rainfall of 
81'88 and 84-75 inches respectively. The average rainfall for the 
35 years 1895 to 1929 is 97-75 inches and for the 20 years 1910 to 1929 
is 109*45". The Chota-barsat began on May 13th, 1930 and continued 
till May the^rd and monsoon proper broke on June the 13th and 
lasted till September the 20th, i e, for 100 days. Heavy rain fell on 
27th July and amounted to 5 40 inches. Snow tell on only 4 days the 
heaviest being 6 inches on January 15th, 1930. 
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The Naini Tal drainage system, which is under the control of the 
Public Wotks Depaitment, woiked well but some damage was clone to 
(eitaiii drains by the lams of July and August which has been repmiecl 
A sepaiate lepoit on this and on the hill slope' round Naim Tal is 
submitted to Government duect by the Public Works Depaitment. 

The opeialion of the lake sluices was in the hands of the Public 
WmLs Depaitment The watei suiface leached its lowest level on the 
r 3tli ot June when it xva-> o’75 foot below the zero mark on the P W. D. 
enure. The motv-oon broke on that date and (he level of the lake rose 
till P toadied its muimurn for the yen, 4.7 feet above zero, on the 6th 
of September The sluices weie then opened and the lake was not 
pri nutted to rise highet thin 4.59 feet above zero, whic h it did on the 
ythofOctobci The sluices weie then finally closed. They iemained 
open for 22 days and 16 houis 

The change tons poilion of Craig Elhrhie rock was removed, loose 
'■■tones in the vicinity weie biokcn up, projecting bonldcis weie undei 
pined, and the fismiC'j in the locks weie filled with cement grout. 

Retaining and hi east walls on the South Mall below Ciaig Ellachie weie 
also le-binll. A sum of Rs. 1,45.9 was paid to the Public Works 
Department to meet the cost of the above 

Seven large boulders tolled down fiom the top of Cheena. Five of 
them weie caught by the trench and barrier above the Uppei Cheena 
Mall and two came down on to the mall but no damage was done to 
public or pnvate pioperty. Two small boukleis also came down, on the 
East Laggon load and the South Mall. Thiee wads were damaged on 
the lower Kaladlumgi toad and two on the Middle Ayarpalta Mall, 

Iheie was no damage done to the mails on Sherkadanda hill except on 
the Uppei Cheena Mall and Malclon road where two small walls weie 
damaged. Fot these special repairs an estimate amounting to Rs. 2,995 
was received from the P. W. D. and sanctioned by the Boaid. 

18. Duiing the year under ieport a sum of Rs. 11,404 was spent in Pduoaticm. 

the maintenance of the Municipal piimiry schools at Malli Tal, Talii Tal 
and Babuliya and Rs. 301 were contributed by the Board towards the 
provident fund of permanent teacheis The expenditme in the previous 
year was Rs 1 [,711 only The Government gave a grant of Rs. 2,714 
as its contnbution towards the above expenditure for the year 1930-31. 

The enrolment in the three schools temamed practically the same as 
in the previous year. On 31st March 1931 it stood at 531 as against 527 
on March 31st, 1930. 

The Board revised the pay of its teacheis and addressed the Govern¬ 
ment on the subject but the Government did not accept the proposal and 
approved of the following grades:—

631 notices under the tJ. P. Primary Education Act were issued to 
the parents and guardians of those boys who were of school going age 
and were not attending the schools. Of these 13 wcuc prosecuted. 

No contribution was paid So the Chet Ram Sah Thulgh.uia High 
School in the year under report. The manager of the school applied 
for a suitable giant to Ire given in future and the Hoard resolved that it 
was prepared to pay one-third of the deficit of Rs. 5,000 required annually 
to be made up provided the school authorities collect the balance by 
raising subscriptions etc. 

The Mission authorities who used to maintain two Girls’ schools—one 
at Malli Tal and one at Talli Tal closed theit Malii Tal school in the 
jear 1930-31 and are now maintaining only one school at Talli I'al 
The grant in-aid yn, Rs. 700 was, however, paid for the year 1930-51 
and the Education Committee has now recommended (hat it should lie 
1 educed to Rs. 300 per annum from the current year. I he enrolmenf in 
the Palli Tal school on March 31st, 1931, was no as against 95 on 
31st March 1930, 

19, The Local Government sanctioned the estimate amounting tn 
Rs. 1,12,000 for the construction of anew Assembly l fall on July.], 
1.930. Tenders were then tailed for and the contract was given to 
Messrs. Marrin & Co. Lucknow. They stalled the work cm Aug,ust 
28, 1930, and it is hoped that the' building will be ready by the end of 
August 1931. Government also sanctioned a loan of rupees one lakh 
applied for by the Board for the construction of the above building but 
after considering the programme of works to he carried out during the 
years 1930-31 to 1932-33 the Board decided that it would finance this 
scheme from its own Iuncls and that the Government be requested to 
divert the loan to the Ilrldwani electric power scheme. You were 
therefore addressed accordingly in this office letter No. 3,8 78/X 1 f-19 (a) 
dated September 11, 1930. 

When the work had been started it. iva« found that the size ol the 
ball room had not sufficient seating accommodation when used as a 
theatre hall. This had therefore to he enlarged. An expert pointed out 
that certain alterations also were necessary to make the cinema had 
suitable for “talkies”. The matter was referred to the architects and it 
was decided that the stage be extended and the projecting room be 
altered as advised by him. Other minor alterations and additional works 
found necessary during the course of construction arc also being carried 
out. This means that the building when ready will cost about 
Rs. 1,75,000, including the cost of furniture and electiic fittings. 

The building has been leased to Globe Theatres Ltd, of Calcutta 
for a period of five years on a rental of Rs. 6, odd per year plus the usual 
taxes. 


20. Filial orders have not yet been received regarding the grant 
of Rs 21,840 applied for by the Board to cover the initial cost of fire 
fighting appliances although the information regarding the value of the 
buddings protected called for by the conference as reported in the 
previous year’s report was supplied by you to Government in August 
1930. 

In G. O. No. 641 tC/XI-205, dated October 6, 1939, Government 
stated that it had been proposed that the man power to work the fire 
fighting appliances should be provided by the police but no proposals 
were made regarding their remuneration etc. ^ for this extra work, 
and the Board was requested to make definite proposals in the 
matter. The Board unanimously resolved that it was not in favour 
of contributing anything towards the maintenance of police lire brigade 


! 
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and decided to have its own brigade. Mr. HemswoUh, Electiical 
Engineer, who was requested to put up a proposal, submitted 
a scheme which was approved of by the Board and he was put in charge 
of the brigade. On the night of February 24, 1931, a fiie btoke out at 

the MalH Tal cow-sheds but it was brought under control by the 
Municipal fire brigade under the guidance of Mr. Hemsworth aided by 
Eastern Command Soldiers and others. Owing to differences with a 
member of the Board aiising out of certain incidents on the occasion of 
this fire Mr. Hemsworth resigned the post of the officer in charge of the 
fire brigade and the Board decided that Government be requested to allow 
the police to take up this work on payment of an allowance of Rs. 152 
per month. The Electrical Engineer recently laid down cetain conditions 
on which he would do the work of in-charge of Fire Brigade including 
pay at Rs 150 p. m for the work. The Board has sanctioned this for 
2 months only for the present. The cost of the pay of Fire Brigade staff 
will thus be about Rs. 2,700, compared with Rs. 1,800, if the police 
were able to undertake the work at the rates and staff proposed. 

The maintenance charges of the fire fighting appliances amounted to 
Rs. 8,189, out of which Rs 235,. were spent on maintenance, Rs 940, on 
appliances and Rs. 7,014, on Eiie-hydrants. 

2i. In December 1929 the following motion was moved by 
Mr. Buslier then a member of the Boaid 

“That the Local Government be asked to lay down a definite policy 
regarding the treatment of applications for buildings on so-called danger¬ 
ous areas as the present discrimination between various applicants is 
misunderstood and causes dissatisfaction among house owners.” 

This was adopted unanimously and you were addressed in this office 
letter No. 7270/XV-C2 dated January r8, 1930. As a result of this the 
Government have framed rules for ensuring the safety of the hill side 
within the municipality of Naini Tal under which the Board shall not 
consider any application for erection, dismantling or re-erection of 
any structure or for excavation, quarrying, removal of soil, tree cutting 
and planting within the limits of the prohibited areas unless it is 
accompanied' by a certificate from the Executive Engineer, Naini Tal 
Provincial Division to the effect that any such operation will not affect 
the stability of the hill sides. All such applications are therefore now 
submitted to the Executive Engineer for his opinion before they are laid 
before the Public Works Committee, 

L. Chiranji Lai, Municipal Commissioner, proposed that a lax be 
levied on donkeys used for loading purposes within the municipality and 
that each donkey be examined as to its fitness before being allowed to be 
used for loading. Bye-laws were therefore framed for the regulation of 
these animals under which the proprietor of the donkey is required to 
take out a license on payment of a nominal fee of Re* t per donkey per 
year. 

On a motion moved by L. Mangal Nath Sail, member, an amend¬ 
ment has been made in the bye-laws for the protection of fish in the Naini 
Tal lake prohibiting fishing within 75 yards? on either side of the Pakhan 
Devi Shrine,

In May 1930 Mr. Vivian found that a number of ponies plying for 
hire were equipped with bad bridles and saddles which In some . cases 
were actually dangerous. An amendment was therefore made in. the 
bye-laws for the regulation of ponses plying for hire authorizing the 
Chairman or the licensing officer to suspend pf revoke a - license at any 
time if the saddle and bridle are not in a good and safe condition.

ment. Government sanctioned the alienation in June 1930 and it came 
into foice with effect from July isf, 1930. 

With a view to encourage more power being taken and to increase 
the revenue of the Board the^rates for motive power were reduced to ‘/s/8 
per unit for less than 250 units per month and -/1/4 per unit tor 250 or 
moie units per month with the usual rebate of 25 fo from November 1st 
1930. 

22, The accounts for the year 1929-30 were audited from April 
ifjj 1930 to June 9, 1930. Thirty-three objections remained unsettled 
at the close of the audit. It was remarked that the accounts, on the 
whole, continued to be well kept and that the hydro-electric expenditure 
required closer scrutiny to avoid excesses over budget estimates and also 
that rules and procedure regarding the purchase of stores need to be 
carefully observed. This is now being done and efforts have been 
made to remove the defects pointed out in the audit note.

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2 3 - A sum of Rs 279 was realized for compounding- S8 cases, 
of which 63 were for breaches of forest law, six for breaches of water- 
supply rules, four lor evasion of toll tax and the remaining ten for 
breaches of municipal rules 01 bye-laws. Altogether 108 case-, feu which 
fines are credited to municipal funds were convicted by courts during 
the year. Of these twenty-five weic under the Food and Adulteration 
Act. The fines amounted to Rs. 908. 

24. The demands and collections under the several heads of 
income are shown in appendix BB The Lota! demand including arrears 
amounted to Rs. 2,32,833. Of this Rs. 553 were remitted and 
Rs. 2, rp 214 or 9 fog per cent was collected. Out of the balance of 
Rs. 13,200 outstanding at the close of March J931, a sum of Rs. 5,794 
has since been collected. 

25. The revenue of the year was Rs 3,148 compared with 
Rs. 4,213 in the previous year. Fifty-five trees, 14 branches and 12 
stumps were sold to the public at a cost of Rs. 210 and one hundred and 
twenty-three frees were used in fencing the aiea on the right bank of the 
Ballia ravine. Fees amounting to Rs. 660 were realized under the 
bye-laws for the regulation of lime kilns for burning lime in the municipal 
forests. The number of cattle impounded during the year was 214 and 
the pound receipts amounted to Rs 79 only." Fifty-eight cases for 
breaches of foiest laws were either compounded or convicted and 
Rs. 228 were received on this account. 

As stated last year the sown areas on the right bank of the Ballia 
ravine have been fenced. A chaukidar has also been appointed to look 
after this area. 

The levised working plan was sanctioned by Government iu G. O. 
No. 4ro7C/XIV-i73 dated July 23. t 93 », with effect from October 1st, 
1928. In accordance with the instructions given in this plan trees in 
municipal forest compartments numbers 1 A, 1B. 2, 3, 4 5, 6, 7, 8, 26 
aud 27o were marked for felling. Out of these trees in compartments 
numbers iB, 5 and 6 were sold during the year under report for Rs 2,500 
and efforts are being made to sell the icmainder in the current year. 
The pay of forest guards has also been revised, as suggested, with effect 
bom April 1, 1930. Action is being taken to enforce the restrictions 
laid down for grazing of cattle belonging to butchers and to the lesidents 
of Babuliya and Wilsonganj. 

26. No action was taken under Section 248 of the U. P, 
Municipalities Act, 1916. 

27. The Executive Engineer is the President of the Public Works 
Committee and the Chairman is President of the Finance and Toll and 
Taxes Committees. Rai Bahadur L. Jai Lai Sah presided over the 
Education Committee up to October 31, 1930, and Mr. R. C. Busher 
over the Public Health Committee till he ceased io be a member of- the 
Board, They were succeeded by L. Bachi Lai Sah and L, Rishori Lai 
Sah respectively. L, Bachi Lai Sah is also the Chairman of the Market 
Committee. 

X he non-official Chairmen of Sub-committees have been very 
regular in attending meetings and have rendered valuable services. By 
the resignation of Mr. R. C Busher the Board has! lost an old and 
valued member who ungrudgingly gave much of his time and experience 
to its service, and this, no doubt, has always been appreciated. 

28. I acknowledge gratefully the advice and help of Mr- W, F. 
Byrnes and M.r L B. Gilbert, Executive Engineers. 
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Mr. Hemswmth has managed his dopaihncnt witli energy and 
efficiency. 

Dr. Mital has been a haul woiking and far sighted medical ofhooi 
and dealt at once with epidemics. 

L. Jnclra Lai Sah is an able Secretaty and has been veiy helpful 
and pioved his capacity. 

The work of the staff has been good especially that of B. liar Prasad 
jha, Head Clerk; Pt. Tika Rain, Accountant; B. JJislaambhai Dayal, 
Ovciseei ; and 15, Prcm Lai, Toll Supcivisor.

Main Pumping Station. 

All pumps and moLors were thoroughly overhauled, and new pails 
fitted where necessary. The pumping plant is now in thorough working 
order. All necessary spare parts aie kept in stock. 


Sub-pumping Stations. 

The lake side and Bnllia Ravine pumps were overhauled during the 
year and arc now in good working order. 


Chlorine Plant . 

A new roof was put on the shed during the year. The plan! wan 
overhauled and is now in good working order. A stock of necessary 
spare parts were purchase d during the year. 


Distribution. 

All main and minor distribution pipes are in good order. Very 
few leaks occurred during the year. About 200 ft. ol the rising, main, 
pipe was replaced during the year. All supply tanks were thoroughly 
cleaned out twice during the year. 

Wastage of water has been considerably reduced. Several persons 
were prosecuted for this offence during the year. 

During the year under report ,>8 new house-conned urns weie 
sanctioned. 4 New biro hydrants were installed. This completes the 
necessary number of fire hydrants required. A new water supply pipe 
line was put in to Krishnapur. The 5” water main iti Talli Taiwan 
dismantled and thoroughly cleaned. 

Owing to the short winter rains and very little show the springs are 
only giving halt the supply they gave last year. However no watei 
shortage is anticipated. 

All work carried out by this department has been satisfactory, and 
the following staff deserve credit for the efficient way iti which they have 
worked

The 
new 350 K. W. set was installed and worked daily from May 1930. The 
new set is giving very satisfactory results and is more economical in the 
consumption of water than two of the 150 K. W. sets. 

All the IT. T. cabling was replaced by lead covered cable as the 
old cable was found to be defective. A new lightening arrestor was 
also installed. The whole layout of the IT. T. and L. T. cabling in the 
generating station has been altered and brought up-to-date. 4 high 
powered lamps were put in to replace the old existing 12 wall bracket 
lights which were found to be very insufficient. 

XX. T. Transmission lines. 

These are in excellent order. All poles were cleaned and coal- 
tarred during the year under report. 

Distribution System. 

The whole system is now in good order. The capacity of several 
main feeders were increased. The new 125 K, W. transformer arrived 
and was installed in No. 3 sub-station.

■Sir, 

I have the honour to acknowledge your 2323/I-3 of the 28th of 
June, 1930, being the annual administration report of the Municipality 
for the year ending March 31st, 1930. l am happy to congratulate the 
.Board On the attendance of its members, the punctual collection of 95 
per cent, of its dues, and of the harmony which I believe to exist among 
its members. The list of improvements noted in paragraph 13 is useful 
so far as it goes. The Board handled the difficult position created last 
year by the shortage of rain with efficiency, and with no inconvenience 
to the public. The sanitation of the station has, I think, improved 
during the year under report; and this fact is reflected in the vital statistics. 
The Board has also managed to make provision for adequate fire 
appliances ; and I hope that we shall get assistance from Government in 
this matter. I am also glad to see that the use of electric light and 
power is being pushed with excellent financial results. 

2, The only criticism which I think is called for is the budgetting. 

Form B shows a large amount of projects proposed, which were not: 
taken up at all, and a considerable number of other projects, the cost of 
which-had entirely been over-estimated. i 

3, You yourself now have adequate experience of the working of 
the. Board, as shown in your very clear report; and you have behind you 
several members with an intimate knowledge ofi the meeds of the station, 
and Of the working of. the Board; I suggest tqiydp thari the time/.has how 
come to try to lay down.a consistent line of policy to. be .followed for the 
next few years. Your estimates of expenditure on. original works for: the 
last few years have varied enormously in amount, and have seldom been 
worked up to ; while in the current year, you have estimated for this 
purpose Rs. 32, 000 only. I omit the.special, loan work of the Assembly 
Rooms. I think that your difficulty largely lies in the fact that at the,

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(3) The milk supply is still the same as it was when Col. Mearns 
inspected the Municipality except that most of the receptacles are now 
provider! with lids. A strict watch is being kept over the milkmen and 
it is proposed that an amendment be made in the dairy bye-laws 
requiring every dairyman to take out a license to sell milk within 
municipal limits and to conform to dairy bye-laws, 

(4) The question of providing coolie quarters is being considered 
by the Board. 

In my letter No. 6761 (a)/lX-4 dated January 3, 1929, I strongly 
urged that a town improvement trust be created under Act VIII of 
1919 but no orders from Government have yet been received. 

The Wilsonganj area was declared by the Board as unfit for human 
habitation from July r, 1929 but on appeal of the house owners you 
ordered that after October 15, 1929 the house owners should be 

allowed to inhabit their houses with their families limited to seven members 
including, the house owner provided that they make such alterations to the 
building as the Board prescribed. The improvement suggested by the 
Medical Officer of Health have in almost all cases been carried out.. 

The eleven building sites in front of Rampuria line in the Mai!i. Tat 
Bazar were auctioned on June 1, 1929 and the premia realized amounted 
to Rs. 14.550, This sum is being spent in the replacement of dis¬ 
mantled buildings on other sites. The twelfth site has been given on 
lease, free of premium, to the owner of Durga-CoLiage in exchange of 
the site which had to be sloped off for the safety of the hill side. Nine 
lessees- have erected their buildings; and, it is hoped, that the remaining 
three will construct their houses in the coming winter. 

Miss Nathaniel was appointed as a midwife in place of the late 
Mrs. R. C. Williams with effect from May 15, 1929. The Lady Chelms¬ 
ford Maternity and Red Cross Society Child Welfare League kindly 
gave a grant: of Rs, 500 towards the maternity and Child Welfare Scheme 
for the year 1928-29 and the pay of the midwife was met from this 
amount. 

Three thousand nine-hundred and fifty-four vaccinations were 
performed during the year, of which 29*33 per cent of secondary and 
95'57 per cent of primary operations were, reported to be successful. The 
total cost of vaccination amounted to Rs. 1,055. 

Four chemical and one hundred bacteriological analysis of water 
were, carried out during the year. The results of all except 20 bacterio¬ 
logical analyses were found satisfactory. The Buard has opened its own 
laboratory this year and the samples of water are now being examined by 
the Medical Officer of Health. 

The Crost-h waite Hospital remained under tho-coptrol of the Board 
throughout the year. The total cost of : maintenance amounted to 
Rs.'16,105 and a. sum of R- 5 - .VffiV 2 was spent on special repairs.and 
improvements, : The 'District Board has not paid its contribution: towards 
the maintenance■ of this hospital this year. The matter is under

The Veterinary Assistant Surgeon dealt with twenty three suspected 
cases of rabies during the year. Forty-six stray dogs were caught and 
sent to the veterinary hospital, of which 8 were discharged and 38 
destroyed. 

16. The veterinary hospital was kept; open throughout lire year. 
The number of out patients treated in the hospital increased from 1019 in 
1928-29 to [122 in 1929-30 and the number of in-patients from <Sy to 93 
respectively. 

The income amounted to Rs. 1,296 ns against. Rs. 850 in the previous 
year but the expenditure increased from Rs. 2,247 in 1928-29 to 
Rs. 6,438 in the year under report. The increase in the expenditure is 
due to improvements carried out in the hospital buildings. 

A new ward for contagious dogs and a colic box have been erected 
near the hospital and the main hospital building has been remodelled. 

The proposal for destroying stray dogs by drowning in a cage was 
reconsidered by the .Board and it was decided that the method of 
electrocution should be employed instead of drowning. Stray dogs are 
now being destroyed by this method. 

The dispensary was again incharge of M, Nasir-ul* Hasan (..fadri 
whose work was good. He takes an interest in his work, and' is popular 
with all classes.

On the night of August 30, some boulders on the KwU Rwg.m and 
South Mall Roads near Craig Tillaehic were dislodged, and did > ouhidef" 
able'damage to these roads and road pauifn-m (die u id wen Cn-ei 
to all traffic till September 7. 1929 during which tiivu ad )>u • 1 s m mufc' 
which appeared to be dangerous were removed or uuderpinnul and the 
roads were repaired. As two joists of the cantilever bridge: wem broken 
and the bridge was damaged it was dismantled, repaired and refitted and 
two cement masonry pillars were built as supports. A sum of Rs, 660 was 
paid to the Public Works Department for special repairs to these roads. 
The big rock called “Craig Kllachie’ 1 was later on removed. This has 
deprived Naim Tal of a familiar and picturesque land mark, but as the 
rock was dangerous it had to go.

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On September 6, 5929, some stones fell above the Ayarpatta Mall 
near the Abbey but did no damage. 

The hill side above Edwinstowe was protected by removing the 
dangerous boulders and building waits and a barrier. Areas about 
Galloway House, Glenlee and Endeliffe were observed but showed no 
movements. No damage was done to the roads on Sherka-danda. A 
protective wall above Kumaon Lodge gave way and the stones from it 
caused slight damage to the building. The rebuilding of this wall has 
been included by the Public Works Department in their estimates for 
special repairs. 

1.8. The expenditure incurred in the maintenance of the three Education 
municipal primary schools at Malli Tal, Talli Tal and Babuliya amounted 
to Rs. 10,848. In addition to this a sum of Rs. 239 was contributed by 
the Board towards the provident fund of permanent teachers and furnb 
ture, mats and. athletic goods etc. were purchased at a cost of Rs 624. 

The total expenditure therefore amounted to Rs. rt.711 as against 
Rs. 9,776 in the year previous. A sum of Rs. 2,980 was received from 
Government as its contribution towards the compulsory primary educa¬ 
tion for the year 1929-30 As the contribution for the year 1928-29 viz, 

Rs. 2,099 was received on April 2, 1929, it was? not accounted for in the 
accounts of that year, and is included in this year’s accounts.

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of the administration 
report of the Naini Tal Municipality for the year 1928 29, your letter 
No. 2477/1-3, dated 25th June, 1929, 

Attendance at the Boatd’s meeting has been fairly good and the 
Sub-committees have done a mass of difficult and laborious work. 

Tax collection was excellent, at 94% of the demand, and the Board 
increased its income from taxes, etc. by Rs. 4,258. 

When street lighting has been paid for by taxation, the Hydro¬ 
electric scheme and water supply ian together at a loss of about Rs 20,000 
for the year, there is a piogiessive decrease in this deficit for the last two 
years but I am not aware how the figures compaie with anticipations. 

I am glad to see from a recent expert repoit that the plant is well 
cared for and in good condition. 

01 Rs. 1,80,000 allotted for original works of improvement, during 
the year Rs. 1,01,000 was spent and some Rs. 65,000 had to earned 
forwaidjaccording to programme. But the list of improvements actually 
made is a distinctly good one. 

I am concerned to notice the progressive fall of water in the springs 
at Naini Tal This is doubtless due to diamage of the hills and is likely 
to grow still moie acute. 

I am glad to see that the Board has the matter under consideration as 
chlorinated lake water may be medically safe, but is at the best unpleasant. 

The town has a bad reputation for unhealthiness at present and 
the removal of such causes of this as are known is a very difficult problem. 
Overcrowding undoubtedly exists and it Is difficult to see where the 
labouring population can be placed and how it can be moved without 
very great expense of public money or else considerable hardship to 
private property owners and their tenants. 

But the matter is clearly one that has to be tackled, and I arn glad 
to see that the Board is giving it very careful consideration, 

Progress, though necessarily slow is steady, overcrowding has beep 
attacked at Wilsongartj, rules for dais and midwives have been brought 
out, and much lias been done to clear the Sewer pipes without asking 
Government for the large sum of money previously thought necessary 
for a complete new sewer.

14. The year was marked by two epidemic outbreaks. In June 
Scarlet fever made its appearance for the first time in Naini Tal, and 
claimed 37 victims, all Europeans. None of these cases was fatal. 
1 0wards the end of the season.a case: of. plague occurred in the Canton¬ 
ment bazaar, arid the disease spread to Malli Tal and TallhTatvbhaKaarSyi 
I he epidemic continued until the end of December, and accounted fh,r 
37 seizures and 30 death.;. Inoculation, disinfection of houses and 
rat-trapping were resorted to, and the outbreak was brought unde v. 
control by the end of December. The sum spent on plague measures 
was Rs, 6,091. The new primary school at TalH Tal was commandeered 
in.December, as a plague hospital, owing to the inaccessibility of the 
hospital for infectious diseases at Manors - and the reluctance of the public 
to go there, . , . ;

No contribution is now made 
by the District Board towards the upkeep of this hospital. As a 
temporary measure this hospital was shifted to the new school building 
at Talli Tal on December 4th, 1928, to meet the convenience of the 
public, and was removed to Manora on February 7th, 1929. 

The number of children born during the year was 326 including 17 
still births as against 381 in 1927-28. Deaths recorded were 341 exclud¬ 
ing 64 children who died under one year of age, The figures for the 
previous year were 273 and 78 respectively. 

Government have not as yet passed orders on the project for 
replacing the old sewer throughout its length by pipes of larger diameter. 
As a precautionary measure the pipes between the Club boat house and 
the Talli Tal lake bridge were taken out, scraped, cleaned and relaid at 
a cost of Rs. 7,281, This has restored the pipes to their original 
diameter of 3 inches, which seems to be large enough to carry all 
drainage, even if an extension of water borne drainage is carried out, 
as 1 hope it will be. The pipes are now in good condition, and it is 
probably unnecessary to spend a large sum ou replacing them, as was 
contemplated. 

If the rest of the pipe-line is treated in the same way I think the 
project for laying a new line can be dropped. I am examining this 
question and will address you later. 

No inspection note by the officers of the Public Health Department 
on the sanitary condition of the station has been received. , The following; 
further action was taken on the last inspection note by Lt.-Col. W. A. 
Mearnes, I. M. S , Assistant Director of Publicjjliealth :—

hospital is at Baldia Khan, f inspected it along with other- 
sites with the Civil Surgeon and the Medical Officer of Health 
and found it to be the best.

The Board therefore appointed a 
sub-committee to .consider this question and to report,what houses in the 
Talli Tal and Maili Tal bazaars are unfit for habitation .with-: a view , to 
action being taken under Section 278 of the Act. The; sub-committee’s 
recommendations were considered by the Board and it was decided to 
declare the Wiisonganj area unfit for human habitation .but as regards 
other houses it was considered:tiseJesiS to do this until accommodation for. 


the people so evicted, estimated at nearly 2,000 can bo provided. 
Action on the other recommendations of the Sub-committee is being taken 
by the Public Health Committee. 

The unhealthy season of 192S culminating m an outbreak of plague 
in Talli Tal has forcibly drawn the attention of the Board and the public 
to the gieat urgency of a properly planned scheme of town improvement. 
The Boat’d cannot possibly finance such a project, and the only way of 
carrying it out is through a Town Improvement Trust, aided by Govern¬ 
ment. I therefore addressed you on the subject in my letter No. 6761 
(a) IX/4, dated January 3rd, 1929 and strongly urged that a trust may 
be treated under Act VIII of 1910. 

Tenders were invited for the lease of eleven building sites in front 
of Rampuria line in the Malli Tal bazaar on which poultry sheds, 
municipal godown, pony serai and the charcoal godown stand at present. 
Only six tenders were received which were rejected as being inadequate. 
The board has now decided to lease these plots by public auction. 
Lessees will have to build dwelling houses on a plan approved by the 
Board and the proceeds from premiums will be used in replacing the 
existing municipal buildings by others on more sanitary lines 

Mrs. R. C. Williams, the Municipal mid-wife, died of plague on 
November 9th, 1928. Her death was a loss to the Board and to the 
poor among whom she worked. No suitable mid-wife has yet been found 
to take her place. 

The number of vaccinations performed during the year was 256 ol 
which g6'8S per cent, were successful. There were 2337 revaccinations 
of which 4 02 per cent, were successful. The total cost was Rs. 466. 
B. Dan Singh, the vaccinator, who was also carrying out the duties of 
Tax Inspector died on June 1st, 1928. The post has now been split up 
and two separate posts have been created. 

Four chemical and 97 bacteriological analyses of water were carried 
out. Of the latter 28 were unsatisfactory, 

# The Crosthvaite hospital was maintained by the Board at a cost of 
Rs. 17,526 and a sum of Rs. 5,794 was spent on structural improvements 
to the hospital i e. addition of a second storey to the segregation ward, 
additions and alterations to the lady doctor’s residence, addition of one 
more private ward, washing place fox soiled clothes and bedding and 
some miscellaneous works recommended by the Civil Surgeon as 
detailed In form B, A provision of Rs. 5,500, has be$n made in the 
current year’s budget to meet the cost of some works which could not be 
taken in hand during the year under report. The District Board paid a 
contribution of Rs. 1,792 on account of one tenth cost of maintenance 
for the year 1927-28.

The Malli Tal school has been extended and a new building has 
been erected in the Cart Parao 'Falii Tal for the Talii Tal School. 

Additions and alterations have been made to the Babuliya School. The 
expenditure on these up to March 31, 1929, amounted to Rs. 27,982 
t. e. Rs. 605 in the year 1927-23 and Rs. 27,377 in 1928-29. All the 
buildings have been completed and are in occupation but the final pay¬ 
ments have not yet been made. 

As the buildings were not ready in April 192S and the number of 
boys were increasing in the schools at Malli Tal and Tall! Tal the 
Board had to rent a house in the Malli Tal bazaar for Rs 100 and the 
Ramlila stage at Talii Tal for Rs. 3O0. 

The enrolment in the three schools on 31st March 1929 shows a, 
decrease of in over last year’s number. It stood at 346 as against 457 
01131st March 1928. The fall is attributed to the plague epidemic. 

Since then the number has risen and the enrolment on l$t.h April 1929 
was 460. 

Class III was opened in the Talii Tal School on September 1st 
1928. 

A sum of Rs. 50 was received from the Cantonment Authorities as 
their contribution towards the maintenance of the Talii Tal School. 

The Board gives a grant-in-aid of Rs. 700 per annum to the Mission 
Authorities towards the maintenance of two girls schools one at Malli 
Tal and one at Talii Tal- The enrolment in the Talii Tal School 
decreased from. 74 on 31st March 1928 to 58 on 31st March 1920 and in 
the Malli Tal School from 30 to 19. Apparently this decrease is due to 
the same cause as stated in the case of boys schools. 

A sum of Rs. 400 was paid to the Head Master, Humphrey High 
School, now called Chet Ram Sah Thulghana High School, as 
Board’s contribution towards the.maintenance vof^ the school-;"for-'the year 
11928-29.

The Assembly Rooms were destroyed by fire on the night of April. 

28,1929; The fire started about midnight in the 'premises of Butler fe 
Co,, in the first floor facing the lake; the flames spread rapidly and:nob 
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thing could be done to stop them. There were three persons in the 
building, Mr. & Mrs. Butler and their grand-daughter, Miss Phillips, 
The latter was rescued uninjured but, sad to relate Mrs. Butler perished 
in the flames. Mr. Butler fell from the balcony and was severely injured. 
The tenants in the building lost all their property. The building was 
insured only for the value of the debentures i. e. Rs. 30,000 while the 
actual value of the building at the present market rates was probably not 
less than Rs. 75,000. Two thirds of the debentures are held by the 
Board, ard it is expected that debenture-holders will be paid the full 
value of their debentures from the sum received from the insurance com¬ 
pany and the value of material left standing. The trust will then cease, 
and the Board is now considering whether to rebuild at site, or to erect 
a new building elsewhere. 


This tragic affair has drawn public attention to the fact that there 
are no fire-fighting appliances in Nairn Tal. This state of affairs will 
shortly be remedied. 


Rulsf, Regulations mid 19. As stated in paragraph 19 of the last year’s report the proposal 

bye-laws. $ 0 reduce the rate of house tax from 10 to 9 per cent was reconsidered 

by the Board in view of your letter No. 2^64/ XXlll-66, dated May 28, 
1928.

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As suggested in G O. No. T847/X [-i 56, dated July io, 1928, the

The Officer Commanding 2/3rd Gurkha Rifles addressed me on the 
subject of exemption of the soldiers of his detachment from taking out 
license', to fish in the lake.

As usual the charges for the supply of electric energy for heating 
and cooking purposes were reduced to six pies per unit for the winter 
months. 

The Electric Inspector to Government, U. P., infoimed us that the 
terms and conditions for the supply of electiicity in Naini Tal have no 
legal status until sanctioned by Government under sectLOn 21 of the 
Indian Electricity Act, 1910 Sanction was therefore applied for and 
Government sanction was conveyed in G. O. No. 161EL/C/7EL/1929, 
dated April 22, 1929. 

As charges for the supply of electricity on bazaar contract system are 
not paid in advance, as required by the rules, the Board decided that these 
charges should be subject to an extra charge of 25 per cent, for all pay¬ 
ments not made in advance. Necessary amendments were made in the 
terms and conditions and submitted to Government for sanction which is 
awaited. 

On the motion of Pandit Jagannath Joshi, a member of the Board,

The income from fees realized for 
burning lime in the municipal forests at the rate of Rs. 10 per kiln 
burnt amounted to Rs. 230. Bye-laws to regulate the lime kilns have 
been framed. The number of cattle impounded during the year was 307 
and the pound receipts amounted to Rs 11S. Fifty-five cases tor breaches 
of the forest law were either compounded or convicted by the Court and 
a sum of Rs. 108 was received on this account. 120 plants were sold 
from existing nursery at Tonnochheys. As regards the construction ol 
another nursery above Plains View the Executive Engineer, Kumaun 
Division, was of the opinion that the suggested site being on top of the 
old landslip it would be very dangerous to allow a nursery on which 
water would percolate through the hill, It was therefore decided to 
select another site. The matter is under consideration. 


The revised working plan was returned to the Conservator of Forests, 
Working Plans Circle, for submission to the Chief Conservator of Forests, 
United Provinces, for final sanction, but has not yet been received back. 
It is understood that the plan is in the press. The ranger has been 
given horse allowance of Rs. 40 per month instead of Rs, 22-8 as sug¬ 
gested by Mr. Kanji Lai as it is impossible to maintain a pony in the 
station for that amount.

The Bazars houses have been cleaned 
thoroughly and although I have not been able to do 
much, yeti I think the little that I have been able to 
do, has markedly improved the condition of these 
Bazars and neighbourhood,

Generating Station, 

All machines were overhauled and worn pails replaced, The machines 
aie nowin good working order. 

Pipe Line Head Wo*ks. 

The joints on both pipe lines were thmouchly examined and wheie 
necessary the joints were renewed Two bad leaks occuied during the 
year, these were put in order and the pipe Ime is now in perfect order 
The Intake Chamber at Gallia Ravine was thoroughly cleaned out and 
the covering wooden planks replaced b} iron sheets. 

Distribution System 

The system has been veiy satisfactory No serious bieak downs 
have occured, The following alterations, extensions and improvements 
were carried out. — 

I. Several poles have been straightened also several wooden poles 

replaced by steel poles. The distribution lines have 
been tightened up where necessaiy, All service line 
poles have been painted. 

II. All wiring for street lights have been renewed this year. 

III From experiments carried out by me on electric lamps I have 

been able to reduce the consumption of lamps used for 
street lighting considerably. During the year 1927-28 
the total number of lamps consumed for street lighting 
was 1765. During the year under repoit the consumption 
was 1339 a saving of 426 lamps ^Rs 426.

Extensions. 

The High Tension transmission line to Patwa-Danger was Started 
in November and completed in January. The length of the transmission 
line is miles. The Low Tension work including the fitting up of 
the Sub-Statipb at Patwa Danger was started in February and completed 
at the end of March, The whole of this work has been carried out by 
this dapartment. No additional skilled labour has been employed. 
Patwa Danger was connected up on April 1 st. This extension was 
inspected by the Electrical Inspector to Government and every thing 
was found to be satisfactory. The sanctioned amount for this work 
was Rs. 12 000 the total cost of this extension amounted to Rs. 8,935 
which is a saving of Rs. 3,065. 





General. 

The working of the Department under my control has been 
satisfactory. I make special mention of B. Sangram Singh in connection 
with the extension to Patwa-Danger. His work on this extension has 
been exceptionally good and he deserves high praise for the efficient way 
in which he has completed this work. The following staff also deserve

whereas your actual opening Inlance is 3,31,000/-; and I take it that 
a very large proportion of the works shown in # stiteinent B of your 
annual report are still in progress, and will hive to he completed in the 
eurrenf year. The early submission of a revised budget to provide 
funds for these uotks out of the closing balance therefore seems 
called for 

2 . The huge item provided for the reconstruction of the main 
sever and not spent, explains itself An application has recently been 
again made to Government tor sanction to the project and to funds; but 
Go re lament are not likely to view an application for a large grant 
with favour, so long as the Board’s balance stands at its present figure, 

3. I understand that the alterations to the Crosthwaite Hospital 
are in hand, and will, f hope, be completed at an early date. 1 would 
suggest that in view of recent discussions in another place, a lump sum 
should he provided in, the revised budget for improvements to the Ve¬ 
terinary 1 Hospital, m ork on which could be undertaken in the next 
cold weather, 

4. The acquisition of the Assembly Dooms was dearly a suc- 
cess; and now that tbo arrears of interest have been, paid up, they 
should pay their way comfortably, 

fl, The regulations arid bye-laws passed during the year are 
s<d factory. v 
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(i. The new system of cleaning compounds by the owners, owing 
to the reduction in the scavenging tax, should be carefully watched. 
It seems-doubtful whether the same standard of cleanliness will he ob¬ 
tained as under the old system. I am glad again to note the high 
percentage of collections, 96 * 16 ; also the interest which the Hoard 
takes in the management of its forests. 

7 . One small matter I should like to bring to the notice of the 
Board, and that is the large number of boats now plying for hire on the 
lake. To the number I have no possible objection; but X believe them 
all to he licensed by the Hoard, and . the Board therefore undertakes 
some responsibility for their condition, I. have not examined them 
closely, but some certainly appear to be dilapidated;'and 1. gather that 
the. Board does not fix the number of passengers to be carried by each, 
judging by certain overcrowding that 1 have noticed. 

In conclusion I congratulate the Board on the .maintenance of its 
services. I have heard no complaints about the condition of the roads, 
or the-provision of water and lighting, and not many about the sani¬ 
tation. I still think that with the surplus of water, which I believe 
to be available, arrangements could be made for the occasional Hushing 
of the drains passing through Malli Tal during periods of drought.

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The Hoard used to get a recurring grant of Rs, 5,000 per year 
for general sanitary purposes but owing to the provincialize tion 
and unifloaticm of the Municipal and District Health Officers’ ser¬ 
vices with effect from July 1,1927, it has been discontinued. The 
Government has decided that the whole cost of the 'Medical Officers 
of Health will be met from provincial revenues' Without a contribu¬ 
tion from the Municipal hoard, but, on the other hand, the entire 
cost of the sanitary inspeetots will be mot by local bodies without 
any contribution tuna provincial revenues. However, in the case of 
this municipality, the Government has kindly sanctioned a recurring 
grant of Rs 1,212 per annnin towards the pay of sanitary inspectors. 

As regards the specni repairs to the slip at Craig Ell&ckie 
for which an application for a grant of Rs, 8,472 was inadQ in the 
year 1923-24, thej Executive Engineer, Kumaon Division, informed 
the Hoard that owing to the enhanced rate of percentage charges 
the estimate would amount to Rs, 8,613 instead of Ra. 8,472 and 
asked that a sum of Rs. 1,194 be placed to his credit early because 
the two cantilever bridges below Craig Ellachie on East Laggon Road 
needed attention before the next ranis as otherwise there was likeli¬ 
hood of the East Laggou Road becoming unsafe for motors. The 
sum of Rs. 1,191 was therefore placed at his disposal and you 
were asked to move the Government to make a grant of Rs. 8,613 
instead of Ra. 8,472. Government m G. 0. No. 077O/XI-163 dated 
February 21, 1928, stated that the grant had already been consi¬ 
dered by the Council and had not been voted and that the Govern¬ 
ment wore not prepared to repeat the demand as this board had 
received considerable financial help in the settlement of its liabili 
ties in regard to the Hydro-electric scheme.

12. A total sum of Rs, 1,40,058 was allotted during the year 
for original works and special repairs as detailed in form B, but a 
sum of Rs. 25,987 only was spent and Rs. 1,20,292 have been carried 
forward to the current year to meet the cost of works in progress 
or not taken up. Of the works carried out the most important 
were the construction of a Hindu bakery and the renewal of roof 
sheeting of the old bakeries at the Mali! 'Pal market. Improve¬ 
ments were also made to the munici pal lines at Talli Tal near Spring 
dale at a cost of Rs l,9Qo. A portion of the Talli Tal charcoal 
god own fell down during the rains and was rebuilt. A sum of 
Rs. 4,000 Iwas provided in the budget for special repairs to roads 
demaged by slips etc. and the whole amount was paid to the Public 
Works Department, The estimate for protective works in connection 
with the Hydro-electric power house at Durgapur amounted to 
’Rs, 13,632. A. sum of It’s, 5,000 was paid in the year under report 
and the balance via Rs. 8,632 has been paid in the current year. 
The workus being carried out by the Public Works Department. 

Water Work*. 13. The receipts of the year amounted to Its. 78,494 and the expen¬ 
diture to R.a. 66,204 which includes Rs. 25,589 on account of the 
proportionate interest and sinking fund charges on Rs. 3,54,088 
spent on the electric plant and pump house and Ea 22,404 for cost 
of current used for pumping water. There was a surplus of Rs, 12,290 
as against Rs. 5,293 in the year prevbus. If the sum of Rs. 171 spent 
on capital outlay is taken into account the surplus will amount to 
Rs. 12,119. 


The consumption of pumped water fell from about 39 million 
gallons in the previous year to about 38 millions in the year under 
report 

A report by Mr. Hemsworth, who was in charge of the Water 
Works throughout the year, on the working of the Water Works is 
appended to this report. 


Sanitation. 


14. The general health of the settlement was very good. There 
wore only a few isolated oases of small pox and measles. Most of 
them came from neighbouring villages. The number of cases treated 
at the Man ora Epidemic Hospital was 29. Of these there was one 
case of pneumonia, 14-of small pox, 4 of chicken pox, 6 of measles, 
2 of mumps* one of septic throat and one of gastritifces, as against 
66 of small pox, 18 of chicken pox, 7 of measles, 2 of mumps and one 
. of dermutitea in the year previous. A sum of Rs. .1,957 was spent 
oa the maintenance of the hospital as against Its. 3,680 in the year 
1926-27. - . ; ■ ' " - 

The District Board used to pay one fourth of the cost of keep¬ 
ing up of this hospital hut, as stated last year, they objected to pay 
it for the years 1924-25, 1925-26 and 1926*27. The matter w&a again 
referred to them and they replied fhat they were not inclined to take 
any responsibility or iu other words wore „nt. prepared to make any 


any respcmsibiiliy or iu other words wore not prepa 
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contribution for the upkeep of this hospital. The case was then 
reported to you in my letterlNo. 63641X1-112'dated January 7, 1928 5 
but as you thought that it was useless to ask Government to force 
the District Board to contribute to the maintenance of this hospital 
the matter was dropped and the demand amounting to Bs. 1,244 
was cancelled. 

Three hundred and eighty one births and 251 deaths were re¬ 
gistered during the year as against 358 bii ths and 245 deaths in the 
year 1926-27. The figures of deaths include 78 and 62 deaths res¬ 
pectively of children under 12 months of age. 

T ‘ The main sewer was cleaned in the winter and it was found 

, that the clear space now left for the flow of sewage in the pipe line 
on the Mall which is of 8" diameter is only 3|- inohes-the rest being 
surrounded by scum, which is very stiff. Sanction to the project for 
replacing the existing sewer throughout its length by pipes of larger 
diameter has not yet been accorded, nor have orders regarding 
the grant of Rs. 2,17,426, applied fur in July 1926, been received, 
it was therefore decided that the Board of Public Health be asked 
to expedite the project and that in the meantime the pipes between 
the Gluh Boat. House and the lake bridge he cleaned as a pre- 
oautionery measure, Accordingly you have been addressed on the 
: subject and au estimate amounting to Rs. ll,U0'd- has been framed 
and is under consideration. Whether it, is worthwhile to carry out 
{ this work depends upon how soon the new sewer line may be expec¬ 

ted to be laid down, and this again depends upon the Government 
grant. 

No inspection note on the sanitation of the station by the Offi¬ 
cers of Public Health Department was received during the year.

Pour chemical and 200 bacteriological ana,lyses of water wore 
carried out. The results of all except 92 h uderiologic il analyses were 
found satisfactory. 

The Board maintained the 0resthunite Hospital throughout the 
year. The maintenance chirges amouute 1 to Rs. 17,009 in addition 
to Its. 152 spent on special repairs to buildings. A sum of Its. 1,000 
was paid by the District, Board on account of contribution towards 
<he maintenance of this hospital for t,In* year 1 92(5-27. All the re¬ 
commendations made by the Sub-committee, as stated in the last, year's 
report, were carried out except Nos. (5 and 7—i e., minor structural 
alterations in the building and construction of quarters for the muJo 
nurses and the third compounder. The Civil Surgeon was requested 
to prepare a scheme for improving or enUrging the hospital beyond 
its present standard of maintenance and he sent, a scheme 
showing an additional recurring expenditure of Rs. 504 
per annum in the male hospital and Rs. 1,681' per annum in 
the female dispensary and a non-recurring expenditure of Its. 30,200 
for structural improvements to the hospital. This scheme was laid 
before the Board and it was resolved that provision be made in the 
budget for the additional recurring expenditure and that plans and es¬ 
timates ho obtained for additions and alterations to the building, 
Accordingly provision has been made in the current year’s budget for 
Us. 2,148/- to meet the recurring expenditure and estimates are being 
prepared for structural improvements. 

A fire broke out in the dispensary on the evening of July 4, 1927, 
but, was soon controlled. No serious damage was done to the building. 
One dozen fire buckets and two fire extinguishers have been supplied 
for tlie safety of the institution in future. 

A sum of Rs. 1)30-1-(5 was received on account o{ proceeds of 
dramatic performance of Savifcri Satyavan and don it?on collected by 
Dt\ P, Jb Sep, Medical Officer In-charge of the ChWnvtutu Hospital, 
in aid at the hospital and the same was spent in purchasing articles for 
the special and personal use of the patients, 
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As usual a contribution of Its 2,000 wag paid to the Ramsay 
Hospital. 


The sanitation department remained m the charge of Captain 
K. L. Kaput throughout the year 

In the year under report there was an outbreak of rabies with- 
m the municipality. Rabies is generally introduced by ownerless 
pariah dogs coming into the civil station from outside, a thing 
which it is impossible altogether to prevent [n the beginning of 
the season an appeal was made to the public of Naini Tal to assist 
the Boaid in catching ownerless dogs by instructing their sweepers 
to catch any such dog found wandering about m the compounds of 
private houses and 1 1 intimate the same to the Secretary of the 
Board. Owing to an increase in the disease a muzzling order was 
issued on July 13, 1927 for a period of three months i. e. from the 
15th of July to the 14th of October 1927 but it was rescinded a few 
days earlier i. e, witli effect from the 3rd October 1927. As a result 
of these operations 186 dogs were caught and 94 pariahs destroyed. 

15. The Veterinary hospital was opened on the 15th of April V6taiJniu , y Hospital. 
1927 and closed on the 10tlx of November 1927 The number of 
out-patienfs tieated in the hospital increased from 640 in 2926 to 
725 m 1927. The number of in-patients remained the same as m 
the previous year. 

The income was Rs. 814 as against Rs, 908 in the year pre¬ 
vious but the expenditure increased from Rs. 1,804 in the year 1926 
to Rs. 2,247 in the year under report. 


The dispensary was again in the i|hargo of M. Nasirul Hasan 
Qadri, Veterinary Assistant Surgeon, whose work was satisfactory. 
In addition to Ins own duties lie had to,destroy the stray dogs.

The Veterinary hospital has lately been the subject of adverse 
comment. The accommodation is very cramped and equipment is 
inadequate. The matter has my attention. 


16, The rainfall this year was greatly In excess of normal. 137*11 
inches were recorded at the P. W, D. god own and 148*43 inches at 
(Joveminent House as against 97 56 and 102*09 inches respectively 
in 192G. There were very heavy falls on 5 days i, <?., on August 23rd 
and Slat and September 5th, Gfch and 9th, the heaviest being 15*T0 
inches on August 23rd, It did considerable damage to the o&rt 
road add to roads and drains in the station, The chnta 
barsat began on 1st May continuing till 3rd and again from 25th 
to 28th May 1927.- The monsoon proper set in early—on 17th ’June 
and lasted latevtili 9fh October 1927 i T.'for il& days.

Department. It worked well in all places except 'drain* 3SW 
31 in the Obeena kill system, Ardwelt drain and drain IN"da* It pid" 
42 on the Ayarpatta hill. The Public \t orks depirtmeit" submits a 
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separate report to Government on the subjects of drains and hill 
slopes round Naini Tal. 

The operation of the lake sluices remained in the hands of the 
Public Works department throughout the year. New sluices have 
been erected this year and are now in use. 

There was little damage done to the roads on Ayarpatta ex¬ 
cept Middle Ayarpatta and South Mall roads. Two waLls collapsed 
on the Sherka-danda hill and the edge of the North Mall was damag¬ 
ed by the high water level of the lake. Two slips occurred—one at 
End Cliife and the other between End Cliffe and Craig Ellachie. 
These were only surface slips and were cleared at ones. 

At Durga Cottage, now called Bhawani Cottage, there was 
a depression of about two feet in front of the building caused by the 
rain of 23rd August. The house was rendered unsafe and was vacat¬ 
ed. The front verandah, roof and tops of walls of the building were 
dismantled in August 1927. The remaining building has now been 
demolished and the site sloped off. 

The Public Works Department submitted an estimate for 
Es, 6,112 for special repairs to municipal roads and asked, for funds. 
As there was a sum of lls. 2,806 only available in the budget estimate 
for the year 1927-2S that amount was paid in that year and the 
balance viz Es. o,306 has been paid in the current year. 

17. The Board took over the Diamond Jubilee Branch School, 
Talli Tal on the 15th June 1927 and is maintaining it since then 
at its own cost. A school was opened at Babuliya on the 15th July 
1927. Compulsory education was introduced with effect from the 
16th July 1927 but the Government, in G. 0- No. 49/XU-966 dated 
January 17, 1928, decided that April 1, 1928 will be taken as the 
date of introduction of compulsion for the purposes ot recurring: 
grants and of the commencement of the first year of the programme! 
The expenditure on the maintenance of the three ad'/.oats—Malli Tail 
Talli Tal and Babuliya—amounted to Es. 6,639. 

As regards buildings the school at Babuliya was opened in 
a hired building but afterwards the school building belonging to the 
Mission Authorities was purchased and: additional rooms are being 
added to it, The Malli Tal school is being extended and at Talli 
Tal a new school building is under construction to the south of the 
oart'parao. Owing to the widening, of. the Cart-road the site ia front 
of the Police station was foun^'iih'shliUbKAhd as no other site was 
available the school had to be built on the above site. Towards 
the construction of these schools Government gave a grant of 
Rs. 19,333 during the year and tire balance will be met from muni¬ 
cipal funds. It is hoped that the buildings will be completed by 
the end of this'mon th.

There are two schools for girls in Talli Tal and two in Malli 
Tal„ Of these tvro arc in untamed by the Mission Authorities, one 
by Government and one by a private gentleman A grant m-aid 
of Rs 700 per annum is given to the Mission Authorities towards the 
maintenance of their schools at Mailt Tal and Talli Tal. The en 
rolment in these two schools remained practically the same aa last 
year On 3Lst March 1928 it was 30 in Malh Tal and 74 in Talli 
Tal as against 2G and 7G respectively on March 31, 1927. 

The management of the Humphrey High School has been 
handed over by Govern meat to db- Committee in the first instance 
for three years, on certain ficnidt tions. The Board was asked to 
contribute towards the maintenance of this school and it agreed to 
contribute 25 per cent of the amount to be raised by subscription* 
In the year under report a sum of Rs. 300 was paid to the Head 
'Master, Humphrey High School on this account. 

18. A statement of the Assembly Rooms accounts is append¬ 
ed to tins report. The year openel with a balance of R.s. 4,019 and 

the receipts of the year amounted to Rs 6,328 as against Rs, 6,470 
iu the year previous The expenditure increased from Rs. 7,117 in 
the year 1926-27 to Rs, 8,551 in the year under report. This in¬ 
crease was due to the fact that the interest on debentures amount¬ 
ing to Rs. 6,474 for the years 1924, 1925 and 1926 was paid to the 
' debenture holders daring the year. The closing balance on March 
31, 1,928, was Rs- 1,796 only. 

The urinal attached to the Assembly Rooms is being improved 
on a sanitary design, 

19, As stated in paragraph 19 of the last year's report item 3 
of the schedule of toll rates was amended with a view to allow 20 
seetri of baggage free per passenger travelling in motor vehicles. 
When a whale cap is reserved the passenger pays for 4 or 6 seats as 
the case may be and iu fairness is entitled to bring with him 
the free allowahce of luggagi for the number cf passengers the car 
is permitted to carry, This was the intention of the toward and 
instructions were given accordingly to the toll (staff but the auditors 
objected to this procedure and remarked that according to the rules 
free allowance should be given only on the actual number of persona 
in the car. To meet this objection the Board resolved that in item 
3 (b) of the schedule of toll rates the words “ per seat reserved ” 
be substituted for the words ‘'per passenger,” This amendment

Owing to the introduction of ricksh ivs plying for hire at 
Naini Tal it svas found necessary to fix a rate of toll tax to be levied 
on them when they enier municipal limits. The following was 
therefore added as item 17 in the schedule ot toll rates • 

17. Rickshaw with piasenger or load ... Its. 2. 

A proviso was added at the end of the notification imposing a 
tax on all horses, ponies or mules kept within the municipality to 
the effect that ponies brought to Naim Tal for a polo tournament 
and kept within the municipal limits for a period of not more than 
three weeks shall be exempt. 

Under rule 5 of the rules for the assessment and collection ot 
scavenging tax a house is not considered vacant if the outhouses 
are occupied by more than tw » care takers with thoir wives and 
children. It was pointed out that it was unfair that in the season 
the unoccupied houses should be assessed to full scavenging tax. It 
was therefore proposed that if only the outhouses are occupied the 
following tax shall be levied :— 

From April to October . 

Rs, 2 per room per mensem for every four occupants. 

From November to March : 

Armas eight per room per mensem. 

The number cl caretakers allowed free during the season was 
also increased and fixed according to the rental value of the houses. 
These amendments were sauctionel by Government and are in force 
since October 1, 1 927. 

L, Kishori Lai Sah, a member of the Board, moved a resolution 
that the rates of scavenging tax of Re, l per cent per month 
where private latrines and privies exist and of annas 12 per cent 
per month where they do not exist, imposed on the annual value 
of all buildings and lands should be reduced to annas twelve 
and annas eight per cent per mensem respectively. The matter 
was considered by the Public Health Gommitfeo of the Board and 
it recommended that (1) a to til number of 00 sweepers be reduced 
throughout the year, 12) tile cleaning of compounds be done by 
the owners or occupiers under section 288 of the Municipalities Act, 
(3) 4 Gurkha jamadars or supervisors be engaged to work under the 
sanitary inspectors and (4) that the scavenging tax be reduced from 
Re. 1 /and/12/tp tweUe atid eight annas respectively. These re* 
commendations were accepted by the Board and the proposal for 
the reduction of the tax was submitted to Government for sanction. 
The reduction has been sanctioned with effect from the 1st of June 
1928, 

A second motion was moved by the same member that the 
house tax in the municipality be reduced from ten to six per cent 


i 
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ubt the Board decided that in view of the fact that in the year 1922 
the tax was raised from Ra. 9 to Ra .10 per cent for one year only 
the rate should be reduced to 9/- per cent. This proposal was 
submitted to you for approval and sanction of Government but in 
view of your reply the matter will be reconsidered. 

As regards the question of the complete abolition of all exemp¬ 
tions from payment of toll tax the Gevermnent in G 0. No 688/XI- 
476E dated March 5, 1928, ordered that all exemptions in the toll 
exemption schedule be abolished with the exception of the three 
classes of low paid officials enumerated in the list attached to the 
Government order. The above G, 0. was laid before the Board and 
in view of the fact that Government exempted three classes of 
officials it was of the opinion that the members and staff of the 
municipal and district boards should also be exempted. The case 
has therefore again, been submitted to Government and orders are 
awaited. 

Complaints were received that prostitutes were occupying 
unauthorized houses and the proprietors of these houses were pro¬ 
secuted and tined Cor letting them to prostitutes. In November last 
the prostitutes submitted an application requesting tdiat they may 
be allowed to reside in the houses in which they were living A 
Sub-committee was, therefore, formed to go into the whole question 
and bo make recommendations It made certain recommendations 
which were approved by the Board and the proposed amendments 
to the byelaws prohibiting the residence of prostitutes and the 
keeping of brothels in specified areas of the Naini Fal municipality 
were published for objections. A number of objections were received 
and the Board has now decided that two more houses be set aside 
for the residence of these prostitutes. The proposal has been pub¬ 
lished for objections. 

The Board further reduced the rate of supply of electric ener¬ 
gy for heating and cooking to six pies per unit for the winter 
mouths. 

In connection with the introduction of compulsory primary 
education regulations were framed under section 19 of the U, B. 

Primary Education Act, 1919. 

20. The audit of accounts commenced on April 16,1937 and Awthof Accounts 
ended on May 21, 1927. The number of unsettled objections on 
completion of audit was 14 only. Subject to the remarks con- 
tained in the audit note the accounts were found to have been kept 
satisfactorily, , ' - r " r v 

21 e During the year the total number .of oases con tie ted by Progacutio**. 
courts for which fines were credited to municipal funds was 95, of 
which 4 were for adulteration of milk. The fines amounted to 
Ids. 819 Two hundred and fifteen cases were compounded for 
BUu 1,038. Of these 78 were for breaches of forest law, 15 for evasion 
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of toll t.iv, 07 for disobedience of the muzzling order, .‘>2 ior )>ro:iolios 
of the water supply rules and the remainder for breaches of muni¬ 
cipal byelaws or rules.

total demand including arrears amounted to Rg. 2,27,521 of winch 
Rs. 2,1.8,832 or per cent was collected and Rs, <>()L wore remit¬ 

The balance outstanding at the close ot the year amounted 
to Rs. 8,133 ns against Kg. 5,01(1 in the yen- previous. Out of the 
above amount of Ra. 8,123 a sum of lit, 2,212 hag since been re¬ 
covered. The usual processes ware issued for the recovery of arrears.

2, In the Ayarpatta hill only mature and dangerous trees 
may be permitted to be felled, except on estates extending from 
below Dereham House to the Kook House and to the Litughaui 
House, and below Craig Cottage, where foiling of trees should not 
Ordinarily be permitted. 

3, Judicious lopping of branches may be permitted in tfl 
estates whore it is needed in the interest ol light and air, 




4 Permission for felling a tree should only be granted on 
the condition that, it is replaced by mother suitable tree, where if 
is considered necessary by the Public Works Committee,, 

0. Iu blank nazul land planting of trees be taken m baud 
as soon as possible, with trees recommended by Mr Kan]i L i [, i,f,s. 

0. No immature trees and young plants be allowed to be 
felled except for special reasons. 

7. In the case of well wooded estates fellings for improve¬ 
ment of existing growth tniv be encouraged. 

8. The existing municipal n irsery maybe extended, and, if 
necessary, other nurseries be established in suitable places. 

Compartment No 13 Ayarpafla hill. 

Do. No. 1 Near St. Loe George. 

9. The nurseries should be well stocked with plants recom¬ 
mended by Mr. Kanji Lai, I. F. S. 

10. The price of plants supplied from municipal nurseries 
should not exceed 2/ each to induce people to plant trees in the 
denuded areas. 

If. All over the catchment area, where bare and unsightly 
patches exist, planting of Dahlia, and other wild flowering, or 
ornamental, shrubs and nilgais should be encouraged,” 

The Board accepted the above recommendations except that 
a nursery be established above Pluns Yiew if there is no objection, 
and that the Toimoohhey nursery bo extended. 

The suggestions made by the Sub-committee are being observed 
and the Touuochhey nursery has been extended. The question re¬ 
garding the construction of a new nursery above Plains view was 
referred to the Executive Engineer, Kumaon Division, for opinion 
and his reply is still awaited. 

The revised Working Plan of the Naini Tal xMunicipal forests, 
drawn up by Mr. Kanji Lai, was received through the Conservator 
of forests, Working Plans Circle, on the 8th August 1927, for opi¬ 
nion. It was referred to a sub committee consisting of Bai Bahadur 
L. Jai Lai Sah, Mr. B. C. Bus her, P. .Tagau Nath Josh! and Mr. J. D. 
Grant for report. The Sub committee me t on the 26th March 1928 
and made the following recommendations: 

J, Grazing be allowed toBabnlia for cows, goats and sheep in muni¬ 
cipal forest compartments Nos. 20 and 17 without restriction 
as to the number. 

II, Grazing bf allowed to cattle, goats and sheep belonging to 
butchers and other residents of Naini Tal in municipal forest 
compartments Nos, 30 aud 31, without restriction as to the 
number. 
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III. As there is not sufhcienl grazing ground in the municipal forest 
the foreat department, he requested to transfer the forest area 
at or near Manora to the Hoard, 

IV, About grass cutting, restrict ion appears to ho unnecessary as 
the municipality can give passes on ly tor such plant's where 
there is no harm likely to bo caused. 

V The pony allowance of Rs. 15 p. m. to the Ranger as suggested 
is too low. It should be at least lis. 25 per month besides 
free grazing. 

VJ. Quarters may he built for the forest staff as suggested So 
long as the quarters are not ready rent may he allowed at the 
usual rate to such of the employees who have no free quarters 

Subject to the above recommendations the revised working 
plan was approved by the Hoard and returned to the Conservator 
of Forests, Working Plans Circle, for submission to the Chief 
Conservator of Forests, United Provinces, for final sanction

45 gallons of water was heated to nearly boiling point in 2 hours, 40 
minutes at a cost of 3 annas. It has been through these successful

The question of utilizing our spare energy h is at list been realised 
to a small extent, iti that I believe the Government have sanctioned the 
cost of erecting a High Tension line to 33 ho wall and also the Board 
have sanctionsl the extension of High Tension line, to the Government 
Lymph Depot at Patwa-Dahger. 

On going into the question of supply to Haldwani it proved that 
the scheme would not be beneficial to the Board if they had to bear 
the expense of putting the High Tension lino.
